NEW YORK, April 15 (AP)— 
Russia today apparently lost its 
determined fight to wipe the Iran- 
fan case off the United Nations 
Security Council agenda. 

The United States, the Nether- 
lands, Great Britain, Australia and 
Brazil lined up in that order 
against the Russian proposal to 
remove the case from the council 
agenda. 

Thus it was indicated that the 
Russian demand would fail of a 
majority when the final vote Is 
taken. It would require seven 
affirmative votes to drop the case 
from the agenda and with five 
expressions against it, the decision 
thus appeared to be against Rus- 
sia,

Peace Not Certain 


Despair Are Eliminated, He Says in Pan- 
American Day Speech.

WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP) 
—President Truman called on the 
American republics today to help 


eradicate “the poverty and 
despair” which breed wars. 
Speaking at a pan-American 
Day observance, he urged con- 
tinued hemispheric solidarity and 
resistance to the “forces of re- 
action” in the atomic era’s “great 
and dangerous adventure.” 
“That (atomic) age,” he told 
the governing board of, the pan- 
American Union, “will either be 
one of complete devastation, or 
one in which new sources of 
power will lighten the labors of 
mankind and increase standards 
of living all over the world.” 
He declared that willingness to 
use force, if necessary, to prevent 
even the threat of aggression, 
“will not of itself eliminate the 
deep causes of unrest such as 
those responsible for two wars.” 
“Underneath the Nazi sdeeen | 


were the material distress and 
spiritual starvation born of pov- 
erty and despair,” he said. 

“The danger of war will never 
be completely wiped out until 
these economic ills which con- 
stitute the roots of war are them- 
selves eliminated. To do that we 
must achieve the kind of life— 
material, cultural and spiritual— 
to which the peoples of this world 
are entitled. To that objective we 
must dedicate all our energies 
and resources.” 

This objective, he said, is em- 
bodied in the word, “democracy” 
which “is the rallying cry today 
for free men everywhere in their 
s -uggle for a better human life.” 

Declaring that the American 
republics have repeatedly reaf- 
firmed their devotion to democ- 
racy’s ideals “in the face of con- 
stant propaganda for Nazi and 
Fascist doctrines,” the President

UPA TO RESTORE 
WARTIME QUOTAS 
UNSLAUGHTERERS 


Seeks to Curb Meat 
Black Market, Give 
“Better Distribution at 
Ceiling Prices.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP)— 
More wartime slaughter controls 
will be restored soon in a move to 
curb black markets in meat, the 
Government announced today. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion and the Department of Agri- 
culture, in a joint statement, said 
a slaughter quota system would 
be put into effect to provide “bet- 
ter distribution of the country’s 
present meat supply through es- 


tablished channels and at ceiling 
prices.” 

OPA said the program would re- 
duce operations “of certain slaugh- 
terers who have increased their 
Slaughter greatly during recent 
months.” 

This, the agency added, will 
make it possible for established 
packers to obtain more livestock, 
and thereby increase their pro- 
duction to “more nearly normal 
levels.” 

The announcement followed a 
Department of Justice disclosure 
that the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation has been directed to in- 
vestigate reports that some pack- 
ers have attempted to obtain Gov- 
ernment subsidies through false 
claims after buying live cattle at 
black market prices “thus mak- 
ing it impossible for other pack- 
ers to secure cattle lawfully.” 

Stating that the quota system 
will not reduce the total amount 
of livestock slaughtered, OPA 
added: 

“Its sole purpose is to direct and 
divide livestock more equitably 
among established operators, thus 
encouraging ~ meat distribution 
through regular and legitimate

DEATH OF Wirt 


Notes Insist He Is In- 
nocent — Nurses Re- 
port Mrs. Adolph Zech 
Said She Did Not In- 


tend to Return to Home.

Post-Dispatch, 
COLUMBIA, Mo., April 15—Mrs. 
Adolph Zech, whose husband shot 
and killed himself last night after 
being questioned about her death 
from arsenic poisoning, had con- 
fided to nurses when she was a 
patient at Boone County Hospital, 
that she did not intend to go back 
home to her husband, the Post- 
Dispatch learned today. 

Severai days before her death 
April 5, she had asked nurses if 
they could suggest some home to 
which she could go on leaving the 
hospital, __ 

Dr. Dan G. Stine, her physician, 
disclosed that Mrs. Zech had told 
him she had not attempted sui- 
cide, and had not taken any drug 
other than those he had pre- 
scribed for her. 

Dr. Zech, assistant professor of 
German at the University of Mis- 
souri, committed suicide after 
taking two lie detector tests 
and being questioned intermittent- 


ly for 10 hours about the poison- 
ing of his wi.e. He left 10 notes 
saying that he was not guilty of 
her death, One note, addressed 
to Prosecuting Attorney George A. 
Spencer, urged that the investiga- 
tion of her death be continued, 
and offered proceeds from the 
professor's estate for this purpose. 

Coroner E. J. Ward stated that 
an inquest into Dr. Zech’s death 
would not be necessary, but the 
prosecuting attorney said he had 
not officially closed his investiga- 
tion of the poisoning. 

A coroner’s jury found that Mrs. 
Zech, the former Mrs. Marie Ger- 
maine Aldridge, died of Bright’s 
disease induced by arsenic which 
had been administered “by a party

Dr. Zech admitted he 
brought the bottles to the hospi- 
tal, but denied giving them to 
his wife, asserting he left the bot- 
tles in an ice box and nurses 
poured the drinks for his wife. 
He became “very angry” when 
nurses said this was not true, 
Spencer reported. 

The professor at first was re- 
luctant to submit to a lie detector 
test, Spencer stated, but finally 
consented. He was asked to name 
everyone who had seen his wife 
and could have given her poison. 
By a process of elimination, the 
list was reduced to two persons. 

The prosecuting attorney then 
told Dr. Zech, “one name is miss- 
ing. That’s Adolph.” 

Girl Student Questioned. 

One of the persons named by 
the professor, a girl who is a stu- 
dent at the university, was 
brought in. She took the lie de- 
tector test in Dr. Zech’s presence, 
her forthright answers clearly in- 
dicating she had no guilty knowl- 
edge of Mrs. Zech’s death, Spencer 
reported. 

After this, the professor was 
given a second test, in the course 
of which he was suddenly asked, 
“How was the arsenic adminis- 
tered—in water and coke?” 

His answer was “unsatisfac- 
tory,” Spencer stated.

Prof. Lawrence Hill, chairman of 
the faculty committee on univer- 
sity art collections, then urged 
Dr. Compton, as an amateur, to 
hazard a guess as to the meanings 
of the paintings. “The field’s wide 
open,” he said.

with you.” 

In presenting Dr. Compton. 
Prof. Hill asked not to be ques- 
tioned on interpretations of paint- 
ings. “In self-defense,” he said, “I 
must say my esthetic canons do 
not always match the artillery of 
modern art. Ask other members 
of the committee.” 

The paintings, by such extrem- 
ists as Picasso, Juan Gris and 


recommendation of any member 
of a four-man art committee, but 
with approval of the others, of Dr.

BATTLE IS BEGUN 
AT CHANGCHUN AS 
RUSSIANS DEPART 


Chinese Reds Take 3 Air- 
ports, Sift Into City— 
Small Government 
Force Low on Shells. 


CHANGCHUN, April 15 (AP)— 
A battle for Changchun was under 
way today between Chinese Gov- 
ernment and Communist forces. 

The Communists launched an 


attack yesterday two hours before 
the final withdrawal of Soviet 
occupation forces from this Man- 
churian capital. 

The Communists already had 
gained control of all three air 
fields in this vicinity and sifted 
into the city from the suburbs. 

Gunfire has been constant for 
the last 10 hours. 

The Communists were making 
determined attacks from_ the 
north, northwest and south. They 
began shortly before Russian Maj. 
Gen. Fedor Karlov left aboard his 
two-car, two-locomotive special 
train for Harbin. 

By 10:30 o’clock last night the 
Communists had captured the 
main northwest airfield, cutting 
off aerial supplies for the small 
Chinese Government garrison. 

The Government forces already 
were short of ammunition. 

In overrunning the airfield, the 
Communists captured an Ameri- 
can two-seater observer plane in 
which Maj. Robert B. Rigg of 
Chicago and Sgt. Clay Pond of 
Portland, Ore., had flown here 
Saturday. 

(The Central News Agency re- 
ported that the Chinese First 
Army, driving north to assist the 
small Changchun garrison, cap- 
tured the key railway junction 
town of Szepingkai today. Fight- 
ing has been in progress near Sze- 
pingkai, 80 miles south of Chang- 
chun, for more than a week).

HOUSE VOTES INCREASE 
IN ARMY AND NAVY PAY, 
SENDS BILL TO SENATE 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP) 
HE House passed and sent

It 
told how in 1917 Stalin went to 
the Alliluyev home in Leningrad— 
then Petrograd—after his last Si- 
berian exile.

Says Relief Organization Has ‘Isolated Itself 


“IN DISCOURSE ON 
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Judge Interrupts Anti- 


Bolshevik Theorizing, 
Says Tribunal Is Con- 
cerned With Crimes, 
Not Intentions.

NUERNBERG, April 15 (AP)— 
Alfred Rosenberg, official philos- 
opher of the Nazi party, testified 
in the war crimes trial today that 
he studied in Moscow in 1918 and 
“what I experienced in Russia 
persuaded me to go to Germany 
and work there against any trend 
toward Bolshevism.” 

He launched almost immediately 
into philosophical discussions 
which Lord Justice Sir Geoffrey 
Lawrence, presiding judge of the 
international military tribunal, 
sharply interrupted: 

“Confine yourself to the charge, 
which is not that they (the Nazis) 
attempted the reconstruction of 
Germany but that they used this 
reconstruction to attack races out- 
side.” 

The graying Rosenberg, one of 
22 German leaders on trial, said 
he was one of Adolf Hitler's 
éarliest converts, having joined 
his fledgling party in 1919 after 
meeting the future dictator in 
Munich. He said he was a Baltic 
German, born in Estonia when 
{it was a province of Russia, but 
always considered Germany “my 
spiritual home.” 

The tribunal ruled ag inadmis- 
gible nearly half of the doc- 
umentary evidence submitted in 
behalf of Rosenberg. Most of the 
rejected material was exhaustive 
philosophical writings.

2,500,000 Executions. 

The 46-year-old Hoess, who was 
arrested last March 2 after a 
lengthy search, spoke in a matter- 
of-fact tone of his three-year rule 
at Oswiecim, during which, he 
admitted, 2,500,000 prisoners were 
executed there, 

The horrors of Oswiecim, he 
said, were a secret between him- 
self, Heinrich Himmler and “60 
men who received detainees 
marked for death.” The 60 were 
@eworn to secrecy, he testified. 

Hoess said Himmler visited Os- 
wiecim in 1942 and “watched one 
processing from beginning to 
end.” The witness described in 
detail the “processing”’—the 
sing of thousands of persons at 
a time ‘ rooms labeled “delous- 
ing plan.” and “shower room.” 

He attributed the horrible con- 
ditions found at the camp by 
Allied troops to the breakdown 
in the supply system and “Himm- 
ler’s insistence that even sick 
people be kept at work making 
armaments.” 

He said Hitler himself ordered 
that “no camp be surrendered 
and that no inmate be left be- 


hind.” 
500,000 Starved. 

In an affidavit introduced by the 
United States prosecution, Hoess 
admitted approximately 500,000 in- 
mates died from starvation or dis- 
ease at Oswiecim, making a total 
of 3,000,000 persons who perished 
at the camp. A total of 400,000 
Hungarian Jews were gassed in 
the summer of 1944, he said. . 

The affidavit crtticized the com- 
mandant of another concentration 
camp of killing Warsaw Jews “in- 
efficiently” with monoxide gas in- 
stead of acid crystals as used at 
Oswiecim. 

“It took three to 15 minutes to 
kill (at Oswiecim), depending upon 
climatic conditions,” Hoess said. 
“We knew when the people were 
dead because their screaming 
stopped. ... Children of tender 
years were invariably exterminat- 
ed since they were unable to work.

Too Long From People and 
Community.’ 


(AP) — 
The CIO’s National Community 
Service Committee today said the 
American Red Cross “has isolated 
itself too long from the people and 


the Community” and announced it 
would not renew its fund-raising 
agreement with the organization. 

Irving Abramson, national 
chairman of the community serv- 
ice committee, made public a let- 
ter to Basil O’Connor, Red Cross 
chairman, containing the decision, 
but leaving the way open for con- 
tinuation of the agreement if the 
committee were granted an oppor- 
tunity to participate in Red Cross 
activities on a community level. 

O’Connor was not immediately 
available for comment. 

In the war both the CIO and the 
AFL organized volunteers within 
their ranks to help raise funds for 
the Red Cross, which reimbursed 
them for expenses incurred in the 
fund-raising. 

A spokesman f.r the Labor 
League for Human Rights, which 
handles the AFL arrangement 
with the Red Cross, said the AFL 
voulc have no comment on wheth- 
er it would continue its agree- 
ment. 

(The agreement has been in ef- 
fect since 1942, Saturday it was 
predicted that the Red Cross 
would end the arrangement today 
with both the CIO and AFL.) 

Abramson said that in the war 
the CIO’s committee made repeat- 


ed requests for an opportunity to 
participate in Red Cross activities 
and services on a community level, 
but without success. 


The agreement with the Red 
Cross, he added, has been “purely 
a fund-raising arrangement” un- 
der which CIO Volunteers helped 
raise $50,000,000 in three cam- 
paigns. The current agreement 
expires April 30. 


Abramson asserted the Red 
Cross had not indicated any in- 
terest in the CIO’s efforts to 
promote volunteer participation 
in home nursing, first aid and 
other Red Cross volunteer work, 
adding that “our efforts to cre- 
ate a more wholesome under- 
standing between the Red Cross 
chapters and local labor groups 
were discouraged at every turn.” 

The letter said “it is our hope 
that under your leadership the 
Red Cross will become a truly 
American Red Cross, democra- 
tized for full participation for 
everyone in the community.” 

The letter outlined the CIO's 
suggested program and concluded: 

“Our committee stands ready to 
enter into an understanding with 
the Red Cross to. promote the 
program set forth above.” 

In December 1945 O’Connor said 
the two labor organizations had 
raised between $30,000,000 and $35,- 
000,000 for the 1945 Red Cross 
drive, and had been reimbursed 
$238,308 “for their actual ex- 
penses.”

Petition to ICC Cites 
Hike in Wages, In- 
creased Cost of Sup- 
plies, Lower Revenue. 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP)— 
The nation’s railroads asked the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
today for an increase of 25 per 
cent in freight rates, with certain 
exceptions, to become effective 
May 15. 

No increase was asked for in 
present passenger rates, but the 
roads sought continuation of a 10 
per cent wartime rise. 

Wages of railroad employes, 


said the petition, filed by the 
American Association of Reail- 
roads, recently have been in- 
creased 16 cents an hour to apply 
retroactively from Jan. 1, 1946. 
This increase, it said, will add an 
estimated $619,000,000, to the car- 
riers’ 1946 wage bill. 

Added to previous increases of 
26 per cent, this brings the total 
increase and wage levels since the 
war began to almost 48 per cent, 
making the total wage payments 
in 1946 about $1,355,000,000 more 
than would have been paid on the 
prewar basis, the petition said. 

Prices for materials and sup- 
plies,« including fuel, were one- 
third higher in 1945 than before 
the war, the petition continued, 
while other increases made in 
1946 and still others in prospect 
will add another $167,000,000 to 
1946 expenses. 

“It is estimated that the cost to 
the railroads of materials and 
supplies in 1946 will be half a bil- 
lion dollars more than it would 
have been at 1939 prices,” the 
petition stated. 

These increased costs, it con- 
tinued, have not been reflected in 
railroad rates except for the in- 
crease of 10 per cent in basic pas- 
senger fares authorized in 1942.

The April 3 report brought a 
backwash of skeptical criticism, 
mainly based on the question, “If 
production is so good, where are 
the cars, radios, shirts and stock- 
ings?” 

When taken up with OWMR, 
the question produced a flurry of 
statistics put together by Snyder's 
staff from figures and estimates 
of the Commerce, Agriculture and 
Labor departments and the Civil- 
jan Production Administration. 
Summarized, some of the high- 
lights are: 

1, Autos, refrigerators, sewing 
machines, electric ranges, alarm 
clocks, and some other goods are 
far below the peak 1941 level. But 
they loom much larger on the 
want-list of the impatient con- 
sumer than they do in the tally 
of total production. 

2. Tires are soaring far above 
1941’s big output. Washing ma- 
chines already are higher. Radios 
are still behind but coming up 
rapidly. Yet the consumer de- 
mand is so vast that scarcities 
will persist. 

3. Vacuum cleaners, electric 
irons, and bicycles are all at two- 
thirds or better of the 1941 aver- 
age, 

Farm Production Estimate. 

4. Farm production this year 
will be 13 to 15 per cent above 
1941, given average weather. Per 
capita food consumption will be 
about 4 per cent above the all- 
time 1944 record — even when 
trimmed down to feed Europe. 

5. All transportation of goods, 
except waterborne, is well ahead 
‘of the 1941, far ahead of “pros- 
/perous” 1929. This covers air, 
highway, rail and pipeline. Rail 
carloadings are lower than in 
1941, but the cars are fuller and 
their mileage greater. 

6. Other signpost 
power, gas, oil and coal (before 
the bituminous strike)—are pro- 
ducing substantially above their 
1941 peaks. Sales of electricity to 
big industrial and commercial 
users are 33 per cent above 1941, 
the heaviest previous peacetime 
year. 

7. Strikes and other problems 
held down pig iron and some other 
metals in the first quarter. How- 
ever, steel has bounced back al- 
most to the prewar rate while 
the new metals, aluminum and 
magnesium, are running well 
above, 

Textiles and Hard Goods Lag. 

The most noticeable laggards, 
textiles and hard goods, don’t pull 
down the total greatly, because 
Snyder’s $154,000,000,000 figure 
takes in the production of all 
goods and services except those 
bought by the Government for 
military use. It includes the dig- 
ging of coal, the services of laun- 
dries, barber shops and truckers,

OWMR said its production esti- 
mate, though expressed in dollars, 
is not merely a reflection of in- 
flated prices. When the $154,000,- 
000,000 is boiled down to 1941 
prices its becomes $122,000,000,000, 
they stated, and this tops 1941's 
$107,000,000,000 as well as 1929's 
$88,000,000,000. 

In other words, OWMR said, the 
physical volume of goods and 
services is at record height, as 
well as the dollar value. 


The reconversion officials said 
they agree with Stabilization Di- 
rectors Bowles in his remark that 
the country’s record on some 
items—low-priced shirts, men’s 
suits, hosiery and the like—‘“is no 
credit to the industry or the Gov- 
ernment.” . 

Long Repressed Demand. 

They pointed out, however, that 
some scarcities result from abnor- 
mal, long-repressed demand, even 
though the production is large. 
Tires are still scarce, for instance. 
even though an estimated 7,400,- 
000 were made in March as 
against a monthly average of 5,- 
500,000 in 1941, 

Again, meat is scarce, Yet fed- 
erally inspected plants in Jan- 
uary, February and March turned 
out 22 per cent more dressed 
meat on the monthly aevrage, yet

above 1941, by Agriculture Depart- 
ment estimate. 

Shirts illustrate the difficulty 
of catching up with an impatient 
public and a growing population. 
The Government expects Ameri- 
cans to buy 320,000,000 shirts this 
year; this is more than twice as 
many as were sold in 1939. 

Some of the country’s output 
has gone into business construc- 
tion and equipment. This is “ci- 
vilian” production but consumers 
are not yet benefiting from it, 


32,000 Cars for Samples. 


Other goods are slowly filling 
up the pipeline of supply—the 
stocks of the wholesaler, jobber 
and retailer. Truman noted that 
it takes 32,000. cars just to give 
dealers their samples. That is 
more than the whole December 
production. 

Strikes, especially the steel and 
automobile stoppages, hurt badly. 
Only 47,965 cars were turned out 
in February, fewer than in Janu- 
ary.

U. §. ROUNDS UP 7 
IN ALLEGED AXIS 
FY NET IN GHINA 


4 Germans, 2 Italians 
and a Jap Held—Lead- 
er Said to Be Personal 
Friend of Hitler.

SHANGHAI, April 15 (AP)—~ 
Seven Axis nationals, said by 
United States investigators to be 
the remnants of a once powerful 
Nazi spy network which con- 
tinued to operate in the Orient 
four months after Germanys’ sur- 
render, were arrested today. 

The roundup, one of the most 
important yet conducted in the 
Far East, culminated months of 
intensive work by United States 
officers. Those arrested included 
four Germans, two Italians and a 
Japanese. 

All are charged with war crimes 
activities hostile to the United 
States. They presumably will be- 
tried in China. 

Lt. Col. Ludwig Ehrhardt (alias 
Eisentraeger and Count Schwer- 
in), 60 years old, was identified 
as leader of the group. Marine 
Capt. Frank Farrell of New York 
City, who had been on his trail 
since early September, said Ehr- 
hardt was a personal friend of * 
Adolf Hitler and chief of a Nazi 
fifth column sent into the Balkans 
in the late 1930s. 

Besides Ehrhardt, others arrest- 
ed include: 

Bobo Havenich, 40, expert cryp- 
tographer whom investigators said 
broke a United States Coast Guard 
code and enabled German subma- 
rine wolfpacks to conduct success- 
ful raids against American ship- 
ping. 

Dr, Taiji Takashima, 29, aide to

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JAPS GET TERMS 

AT HARD LABOR 

FOR EXECUTING 3 
DOOUTILE MEN 


3 Sentenced to 5 Years, 
One to 9-—Court Finds 
They Only Carried Out 
Orders’ of Superior 


Officers. 


SHANGHAI April 15 (AP)— 
Three Japanese officers charged 
with war crimes in connection 
with the execution of three of the 
Doolittle airmen here in 1942, were 
sentenced to five years at hard 
labor today. A fourth defendant 
was sentenced to nine years at 
hard labor. 

The five-man military commis- 
sion which heard the trial blamed 
higher governmental and military 
officials for the executions in ex- 
plaining the sentences. It had de- 
liberated on the evidence for two 
days. 

Those sentenced were Lt. Gen. 
Shigeru Sawada, former com- 
mander of the Japanese Thir- 
teenth Army; Capt. Sotojiro Nat- 
suta, commander of the Kiangwan 
military prison where the flyers 
were held: and Capt. Kusei Wako 
and Lt. Ryuhei Okada of the 
court martial board which con- 
demned the three Americans to 
death. Wako received the nine- 
year sentence. 

Only Obeyed Orders. 

“Unusually strong mitigating 
considerations” were found in the 
case, the commission said, in ob- 
serving that the defendants mere- 
ly obeyed orders from higher offi- 
cials in the military and govern- 
ment and “exercised no initiative 
to any marked degree.” 

The Americans for whose deaths 
the Japanese were tried were Lt. 
Dean E. Hallmark, Dallas, Tex.; 
Lt. William G. Farrow, Darling- 
ton, S. C. and Sgt. Harold A. 
Spatz, Lebo, Kan., all of whom 
were captured when their plane 
erashed on the China coast after 
the first American air raid on 
Tokyo in April 1942. 

(Surprise “at the light sen- 
tences” was expressed by Mrs. O. 
D. Hallmark, mother of one of the 
dead flyers, at Dallas today. “I 
wouldn’t ask that anything be done 
to those Japs that wasn’t done to 
my son,” she said. “He was tor- 
tured and then unjustly executed.” 

(Satisfaction with the sentences 
Was expressed by Robert A. Spatz 
Sr., father of another’ victim. 
“Nothing can be done to bring 
Harold back,” he said at his Kan- 
sas home.) 

Airmen Tortured. 

Eight men, in all, were cap- 
tured. Four were liberated at 
Peiping and one died in a Nan- 
king cell. 

Hallmark’s co-pilot, Lt. Chase J. 
Nielsen, Hyrum, Utah, told at the 
trial what happened. 

The eight captives were flown 
th Tokyo where for 56 days they 
were beaten, tortured, questioned. 
Then they were sent to Shang- 
hai’s notorious Bridge House for 
more tortures. 

On Aug. 28, 1942, they were 
marched from their cells to a Jap- 
anese court-martial where in a 20 
to 30 minute perfunctory proceed- 
ing thew were condemned to die. 

They had no counsel. The whole 
thing was run off in Japanese and 
there were no translators. The 
Americans were not even told of 
what they stood accused. 

On Oct. 15 ‘Nielsen and four 
others were hauled back before 
the Japanese accusers and told 
that they had been condemned, 
but by “the gracious consent of 
the Japanese Emperor” their sen- 
tences were commuted. 

Not until later did the Ameri- 
cans learn that they had been con- 
victed of “strafing a Tokyo school- 
house” and that the “enemy air- 
men’s law” which they were 
charged with violating was passed 
after the Tokyo raid. 

But Hallmark, Farrow and 
Spatz were never to know that. 
The retroactive law was taking its 
course. 

A Japanese guard who was a 
witness said they were taken to 
the ancient cemetery at the edge 
of Shanghai on the morning of 
Oct. 15. In the cemetery were 
three shallow graves and three 
'Jow, white crosses. 

The Japanese foreed the three 
Americans to kneel, and strapped 
their hands behind them to the 
crosses. An officer lifted his 
saber. As it came down, six Jap- 
anese riflemen fired and _ the 
Americans slumped forward, 

When the news of this scene 
reached the late President Roose- 
velt he announced the executions 
“with a feeling of deepest horror” 
on April 11, 1943, and promised 
retribution for every Japanese in- 
volved. 


CAULFIELD AGAIN SEEKS SHIFT 
OF SANITARIUM TO STATE 


Transfer of the City Sanitarium 
to the state board of eleemosynary 
institutions will again be sought 
by Director of Public Welfare 
Henry S. Caulfield to relieve over- 
crowded conditions at the institu- 
tion and to afford St. Louis the 
same treatment as other cities in 
the state in the care of mental 
patients, Caulfield announced to- 
day. 

The overcrowding is the result 
of “continued refusal of the state 
to take mental patients from St. 
Louis because the city maintains 
is own institution,” Caulfield said. 
He said he plans to introduce a 
bill in the Board of Alderman pro- 
viding for the transfer, similar to 
the bill defeated last fall by the 
board. 

“St. Louis should be treated as 
@ part of Missouri,” Caulfield said, 
“and the sanitarium should be 
transferred to the state eleemosyn- 
ary system, where it belongs.” He 
said the sanitarium, with facilities 
to care for 2300 to 2700 patients, 
now has 3300.

price control act will further in- 
crease their costs of production. 


“Our 6,000,000 farmers are watch- 
ing to see if we are to indulge in 
another postwar gamble with in- 
flation such as caused 450,000 farm 
foreclosures after World War IL. 


“Our 17,000,000 industrial work- 
ers are watching to see if the 
present balance between wages 
and prices is to be maintained or 
abandoned. 


“Our 12,000,000 or more of white- 
collar workers and people living 
on fixed incomes are watching to 
see if they are to be squeezed 
again between raising rents and 
prices and relatively stable in- 
comes, 


“Speculators by the thousands 
are watching for the first signs 
of legislative weakness on a pro- 
gram which Congress has stead- 
fastly maintained against tremen- 
dous pressure for four weary, dif- 
ficult war-torn years.” 


Wage-Price Plan Working. 


Bowles testified that the new 
Wage-price policy of President 
Truman announced Feb, 14 “is 
working more effectively than I 
dared to hope.” He said labor 
and management were co-operat- 
ing in this field well. On the point 
of production—the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers says 
production of scarce things would 
increase with an end to OPA— 
Bowles said that right now civil- 
ian production is “higher than 
ever before in our history and 
it is steadily going up.” 


“The quickest and surest way to 
bring the total supply of goods 
into balance with total demand,” 
Bowles said, is to “maintain a 
stable economy in which people 
are confident that prices and costs 
are not going to run away. 


“We can never hope to produce 
enough to satisfy the unnatural 
demand that would be generated 
by a panicky movement to turn 
the vast reservoir of liquid assets 
into goods. To block inflation we 
must keep the gambling money 
and the frightened money out of 
the market. 


“We must face the blunt fact 
that the country is showing signs 
af inflation jitters. Everywhere 
men and women are beginning to 
bet on inflation.” 


Bowles said in reply to a ques- 
tion that he would indorse a 10 
per cent average increase in prices 
if it would bring a one third in- 
crease in production. He quickly“ 
added, however, that he would do 
this only if the price increase went 
no higher and that he does not 
think there is any guaranty that 
it would not go higher and into 
grave inflation. 


Warning on Auto Prices. 


Price Administrator Paul Porter 
said last night automobile prices 
would be increased $85 and more 
if _Congress adopted what he 
termed the “auto dealers’” amend- 
ment to the stabilization law. He 
said the $85 was figured as the 
increase for four-door Ford, Chev- 
rolet and Plymouth cars; it would 


be more on higher-priced automo- 
biles.

The thought of giv- 
ing arsenic to her never entered 
my mind, and I had no knowledge 
of her being poisoned until the 
inquest was held. 
“I appeal to you in the name of 
our Maker, in the name of the 
Supreme Judge, not to stop the 
investigation, and to do all you 
can to clear my name of this vile 
accusation. 
“IT swear to God that I told 
nothing but the truth. This 
step I take in order to assure 
of my innocence of the crime. 
fe . I have no further knowl- 
edge concerning the matter than 
what I stated yesterday. My hand’s 
clean and so is my conscience. Let 
me appeal to you as a human be- 
ing who is ready and willing to 
join his Maker. And if you did 
not believe me yesterday, do be- 
lieve me now. I beg you. 


“If the proceeds from my estate 
would aid in further investigation 
and thus lead to the tracing of 
the cause that brought about my 
wife’s death, let it be done so. 

“I bear no grudge against you. 
What you said and did was your 
duty to say and do. But please do 
not let the matter rest here for I 
had nothing to do wtih my wife’s 
death, so help me God.” 

In other notes addressed to uni- 
versity officials, friends and the 
children of his wife’s previous 
marriage, Dr. Zech insisted he was 
innocent. He asked that his body 
be cremated and that the ashes 
be mixed with those of his wife.

Native of France. 

Mrs. Zech, who was 44 years old, 
was a native of Paris and had 
come to this country as the war 
bride of Claude Aldridge, an Amer- 
ican soldier, in 1919. She lived in 
Topeka, Kan. until Aldridge’s 
death in 1923. She was married 
to Frank E. McDonald in Colum- 
bia in 1935 and was divorced in 
1939. She was married to Dr. 
Zech in 1941, at which time she 
gave up her position as French 
instructor at Stephens College. 
Dr. Zech, 48, was born in East 
Prussia and served in the German 
army in World War I. He came 
to the United States at the age of 
25, working his we; through Mon- 
tana University. He obtained his 
master’s and doctor’s degrees at 
Stanford University, where he was 
a teaching assistant until he

joined the Missouri faculty in 1937. 
He was a naturalized citizen. 
Agsociates said Dr. Zech had 
complained of his wife’s “whining 
disposition.” She had been ill 
about two years, and had been a 
patient at Noyes Hospital, the uni- 
versity infirmary, for five weeks 
last winter. Dr. Stine, univer- 
sity professor of medicine, said 
she had been suffering from rheu- 
matic fever.

Zech was ill from Bright’s disease, 
Dr. Stine told the Post-Dispatch, 
but it took several days for her 
friends to persuade Dr. Zech that 
she should be returned to the hos- 
pital. 

Mrs. Zech diea after a 10-day 
stay in the hospital. Laboratory 
tests made two days after she en- 
tered the hospital disclosed she 
was receiving arsenic in large 
amounts — many times the mini- 
mum lethal dose, When another 
test several days later once more 
revealed the presence of arsenic 
in large amount, orders were giv- 
en that the patient’s husband 
should not be permitted to bring 
in any more drinks. 

Dr. Zech had said he was mysti- 
fied by an autopsy disclosure that 
his wife had been poisoned, and 
had told the prosecuting attorney 
he would insist on a complete in- 
vestigation. 

He had said arsenate of lead 
had been stored in his basement 
for spraying plants last summer, 
and that his wife had threatened 
suicide when she learned she was 
suffering from Bright’s disease, 
But Dr. Zech had expressed dis- 
satisfaction with the findings of 
Dr. M. Pinson Neal, university 
pathologist, and Oren S§. Lily, 
State Highway Patrol chemist, 
and had indicated he desired to 
have another autopsy performed.

Survey Group Would End 
Filibusters and Also 
Committee Seniority in 

“ Congress.

WASHINGTON, April 15— A 
study of various proposals to 
modernize Congress, issued today 
by Public Affairs Committee, Inc.. 
criticizes the recent LaFollette- 
Monroney report on the reorgan- 
ization of Congress for several 
“serious omissions.” 

Conceding that the recommenda- 
tions of the report are “excellent 
as far as they go,’ Philip S&S. 
Broughton, author of the study, 


listed the omission as failure to 
propose abolition of seniority, of 
filibustering and of the “errand- 
running” functions of Congress. 

He asserted the proposed reduc- 
tion of Senate and House commit- 
tees from a total of 81 to #4 
“would mean simply a_ thicker 
layer of seniority-laden Congress- 
men from one-party districts at 
the top of the remaining commit- 
tees.” He added that “so long as 
chairmen do not represent a well- 
selected team, chosen to lead and 
direct a party program, there can 
be no unity and little party re- 
sponsibility.” 

The LaFollette-Monroney com- 
mittee avoided the issue of chang- 
ing the system of which chair- 
men of standing committees 
ascend to that position on the 
basis of seniority because it could 
reach no agreement on the sub- 
ject. 

Calls Filibuster a Symptom. 

Of the filibuster Broughton 
said: 

“The filibuster is a commonly 
condemned evil. It is a practice 
which makes the august Senate 
seem puny, ineffectual and gib- 
bering to millions of voters. Its 
only objective is'to prevent a clear 
decision on the merits of the case. 

“The filibuster is only a symp- 
tom of a much deeper malady— 
the manner in which our system 
enables Congress to avoid issues. 
Congressional machinery is not 
well designed to obtain clear de- 
cisions. For every filibuster there 
must be scores of real issues lead- 
ers fear to raise because they 
know filibusters are possible.” 

As to “errand-running,” Brough- 
ton proposed that Congress bar 
its members from interference in 
private cases pending before ad- 
ministrative bodies. He said the 
LaFollette-Monroney proposal to 
give each Congressman an $8000- 
a-year assistant to handle non- 
legislative business would only 
add to the volume of petty ad- 
ministrative lobbying that flows 
through the Congerssman’s office. 

Main Job of Congress. 

“Every proposal for the reform 
of Congress should be_ tested 
against the yardstick of Con- 
gress’ main job,” Broughton said. 
“That main job is to determine 
policy, to authorize adequate ad- 
ministrative organization, and to 
review and control the adminis- 
tration of policy. Every activity 
of Congress which does not help 
in accomplishing those objectives 
should be delegated or ended. 
The job of policy-making for the 
atomic age is too big to permit 
congressional time to be wasted 
on anything else.” 

Broughtoh said he thought the 
most dangerous element in our 
political system was the conflict 
between the executive and Con- 
gress, and short of a parliamen- 
tary-cabinet government, saw a 
joint legislative-executive council 
as the best means to smooth out 
the friction. 

Such a council, to be composed 
of majority policy committees of 
the Senate and House, was pro- 
posed by the LaFollette-Monroney 
committee. Its function would 
be to meet regularly wiih the exe- 
cutive to formulate and facilitate 
na carrying out of national pol- 
cy. 

The study was one of a series 
of pamphlets issued by the Pub- 
lic Affairs Committee, a non- 
profit educational organization. 
Broughton has been associated 
with a number of government 
agencies.

“During the 1930s the special 
part which the American repub- 
lics played in world history was 
to perfect and strengthen their 
methods of consultation and co- 


expressed confidence they will 
continue the “bold stand” with 
which ‘they have resisted the 
forces of reaction from abroad 
during the last decade.” 

Text of Address. 

Following is the text of his ad- 
dress: 

“I have long looked forward to 
this opportunity to meet with the 
mem s of the governing boar 
of the pan-American VUhion. 

“No one can address a meeting 
of the representatives of the re- 
publics of the Western Hemi- 
sphere without thinking of the 
men who did so much to strength- 
en the bonds of friendship and 
co-operation among them — my 
predecessor, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, and his great Secretary of 
State, Cordell Hull. The names 
of President Roosevelt and Mr. 
Hull will be revered in history for 
many accomplishments. A long 
line of inter-American conferences 
and inter-American agreements 
shows how successful has been 
their good neighbor policy. 

“History will also record Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s many efforts be- 
fore 1939 toward preventing war 
and spreading this good neighbor 
policy to the rest of the world. 
He was thwarted by the madness 
and desire for world conquest on 
the part of the Axis dictators and 
aceressors. But even while the 
United Nations waged war to de- 
feat the Nazis and Fascists, the 
United States began to lay the 
solid foundations for a good neigh- 
bor policy for the whole world. I 
need not repeat to you the steps 
which were taken by our Govern- 
ment under Roosevelt’s leadership. 
You are familiar with them, and 
you know how solidly the founda- 
tions were laid. 

“Rased on those foundations 
the United Nations has now 
been launched on its career. I 
know that it will succeed. It 
must succeed. 

“Before us now, lies a new 
era in which the power of atom- 
ic energy has been released. 
That age will either be one of 
complete devastation, or one in 
which new sources of power 
will lighten the labors of man- 
kind and increase standards of 
living all over the world.

“To maintain a lasting peace, 
tae >e0ples of the world have 
now shown their willingness to 
use force, if necessary, to pre- 
vent aggression or the threat of 
aggress!- 

“We all realize, however, that 
the exercise of this kind of 
force, while it may hold aggres- 
sors in check, will not of itself 
eliminate the deep causes of 
unrest such as those responsible 
for ./orld War IL. Underneath 
the Nazi madness were the ma- 
terial distress ang spiritual star- 
vation born of poverty and de- 
spair, There evil forces were 
seizea upon by evil men to 
launch their program of tyr- 
anny and aggression. 

“The danger of war will never 
be completcly wiped out until 
these economic illg which con- 
stitute the -oots of war are 
themselves eliminated. To do 
that we must achieve the kind 
of life— material, cultural and 
spiritual—to which the peoples 
of this world are entitled. To 
:..«t objective we must all dedi- 
cate our energies and resources. 


“~ know of no one word which 
more fully embodies this objec- 
tive than the word ‘democracy.’ 
It was the symbol and the hope 
of democre* which liberated the 
world from Nazi and Japanese 
slavery. Democracy was the ob- 
jective which gave strength to 
the brave men and women of the 
undergrounu in the enslaved coun- 
tries of Europe anc Asia. Democ- 
racy is the rallying cry today for 
free men everywhere in their 
struggle for a better human life. 


Common Understanding. 


“We all appreciate that this 
word ‘democracy’ carries differ- 
ent meanings in different lan- 
guages. In different parts of the 
world it will have different con- 
notation~. It is fortunate that we 
of the pan-American nations do 
have certain common, fundamen- 
tal understandings of what the 
word ‘democracy’ means. Despite 
our differences in language and 
cultures, -ve do have in common 
a love of liberty, a recognition of 
the dignity of man, and a desire 
to improve the material and spir- 
itual well-being of our citizens. 

“Time and again the American 
republics have met to reaffirm 
their devotion to those ideals of 
democracy. They have done this 
in the face of constant propa- 
ganda for Nazi and Fascist doc- 
trines. And in the postwar world 
I am sure these American repub- 
lics will reaffirm the bold stand 
for democracy with which they 
have resisted the forces of reac- 
tion from abroad during the last 
decade. 

“Only recently, at the inter- 
American conference on prob- 
lems of war and peace at Mexico 
City, they repeated ‘their fervent 
adherence to democratic prin- 
ciples, which they consider essen- 
tial for the peace of the Ameri- 


cas.’ 

“Certain political rights ‘are 
fundamental to freedom—free 
speech, a free press, the right of 
peaceable assembly, freedom of 
conscience and the right of the 
people to choose their form of 
government. 

“It is obvious that these goals 
require first of all the efforts of 
each nation within itself. But 
if we have learned anything in 
the last decade it is that no na- 
tion can stand alone. Only 
through a genuine co-operative 
effort can these goals be 
achieved in the world at large. 
They require international co- 
operation toward expanding pro- 
duction, increasing world trade, 
and developing natural resources 
so that all efforts to improve liv- 
ing standards may rest upon a 


solid basis, 


“That kind of co-operation is 
inherent in the principles which 
have guided the pan-American 
program in the past. We must 
translate those principles into 
effective action and tangible re- 
sults in the future, 


“Our American tradition rests 
on the belief that the state exists 
for the benefit of man. The Amer- 
ican republics have overwhelm- 
ingly rejected the false doctrine 
that man exists for the benefit of 
the state. We must now prove 
that international co-operation, 
too, exists only for the benefit of 
man. The peoples of the Americas 
have a right to expect of the pan- 
American system that it show its 
validity by promoting those lib- 
erties and principles which the 
word “democracy” implies to 
them. Pan-American solidarity 
must prove itself to be in fact a 
bulwark of democratic peace, 


“If we dedicate ourselves to this 
objective, we shall make the full- 
est contribution to the welfare of 
our own people and of the world 
at large. By giving tangible ex- 
pression to the meaning of de- 
mocracy, we shall widen and 
strengthen its hold upon the 
imagination of the world. In that 
way we can revitalize, through our 

Pan-American co-operation, the 
faith of peoples everywhere in 
their ability to build a peaceful 
world upon a firm foundation.”

The fact 
that Mississippi in the meantime 
undertook to enlarge its pipe line 
without any assurance that La- 
clede would absorb the add 
volume also entered into La- 
clede’s decision. A spokesman 
for Laclede declared that the pol- 
icy was unqualified and would 
not be upset in the event of an 
unfavorable court ruling. 

Mississippi, last Jan. 18, filed 
a rate schedule with the Federal 
Power Commission, which con- 
formed in large measure to the 
November order; but it specified 
that, if it should win its appeal 
from the FPC order, it would bill 
the distributing companies for the 
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difference between the new rate 
schedule and the present schedule. 
Rejected by FPC. 
The Missouri Public Service 
Commission was notified today by 
the FPC that the latter body had 
rejected the Jan, 18 schedule of 
Mississippi. No statement was 
made as to the reason for the 
rejection. 

An officer of Mississippi River 
Fuel Corp. said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he believed the FPC 
rejection of Mississippi's Jan. 18 
schedule was due chiefly to the 
reservation which the company 
made, as to billing the distribut- 
ing company for a difference in 
rates, in case it should win its 
appeal. 

On the basis of Laclede’s 1944 
business, the annual saving to 
Laclede on purchase of natural 
ss under the cut ordered by 

PC would be $471.658, or 6.18 
per cent. At Laclede’s request, 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission issued an order nearly 
two years ago that the benefit of 
any reduction in wholesale cost 
be passed on to the consumers 
here. Laclede now proposes to 
ask the commission to authorize 
limiting this benefit to domestic, 
or household, customers. 

The question of which custom- 
ers shall have the benefit of the 
rate cut is still under considefa- 
tion of company officials. A va- 
riety of factors is involved, It 
is likely that those in the lowest 
rate bracket, including minimum 
bills of 75-cents a month, will 
not be included, as this repre- 
sents largely a class of mere oc- 
casional or specialized users, such 
as dentists employing bunsen 
burners, for example. 

Elimination of these two groups 
would leave a large class of do- 
mestic customers, above the min- 
imum bracket and not using gas 
for heating, whose average month- 
ly gas bill now is $2.90. If the 
rate cut should be applied to this 
class, it would amount to about 
9% per cent. For the heating 
customers the average monthly 
bill in 1944 was $9.58. 

An appreciably increased con- 
sumption very likely would result 
in a situation enabling the com- 
pany to volunteer, or the city to 
demand, a further rate cut. In 
the eight months since the end of 
t: war there h.s been a notable 
increase in heating customers, 
who use a much greater volume 
of gas than ordinary domestic 
consumers, 

Another pending wholesale rate 
cut, about one-third as large as 
that ordered last November, has 
been pending in the courts for a 
long time. This relates to a dif- 
ferent source of supply of the 
Mississippi -ize line. Should this 
finally become effective it pre- 
sumably would be reflected in an 
additional proportionate reduction 
for Laclede’s consumers. 

The gas and coke plant at 526 
East Catalan street is an impor- 
tant factor in the situation. About 
46 per cent of the gas, by volume, 
in the present mixed supply is 
manufactured there by Laclede, 
while 54 per cent is natural gas. 
Coke produced there sold in 1945 
for $2,529,415, or more than half 
of the gross cost of the year’s 
mixed gas supply. 

During the war the entire coke 
output went to Hast Side pig-iron 
blast furnaces. A domestic market 
for coke is preferable because it 
is less inclined to fluctuate, and 
the coke is desirable in St. Louis 
to meet legal requirements for 
smokeless fuel. 

“If the demand for coke contin- 
ues around the present price level, 
we could continue to operate the 
coke plant for its commercial out- 
put and have it as a standby for 
emergency gas supply and to help 
out the gas supply on days of 
peak demand,” a Laclede spokes- 
man said. “We think the coke 
market will hold up several years 
at least; if it doesn’t we might 
have to shut down.” 

The standby feature is impor- 
tant, in event of a break in the 
pipe line or failure of the natural

Retention of the coke plant has | 
another phase—the effect on the. 
valuation of the utility’s property | 
for rate-making purposes. The 
question of how much of this in- 
vestment is allowable in the rate 
base could arise upon a change- 
over to straight natural gas and 
would be certain to arise in the 
event of abandonment of the plant. 
The lower the rate base, the low- 
er rates can be made under the 
theory of fair return on invest- 
ment, 

Gas manufactured at the coke 
plant has a heating value of 600 
British thermal units (B.t.u.’s) 
while the pipe line supplies nat- 
ural gas of about 1000 B.t.u.’s and 
the present mixture is 800 B.t.u.’s. 
Since consumers are billed on a 
therm, or heating value, basis, the 
richer fuel, straight natural gas, 
would not result in any automatic 
reduction of the expense of using 
gas. 

However, the change in heating 
value is what will make it neces- 


sary to effect physical alterations 
in every one of the 1,756,000 burn- 
ers in the city. While the com- 
pany will stand the cost of this, 
the expenditure would be ac- 
counted in operating expenses, 
having a bearing on the determi- 
nation of fair return. 
Staff to Alter Burners. 

It will take about three months 
to train a special staff of 600 to 
700 men to alter the burners, and 
another three months for them to 
do the work. For practical rea- 
sons the changes would have to 
be made in summer. The com- 
pany hopes it will be able to re- 
cruit suitable employes when the 
time comes. 

In 1944 Laclede had 6000 space 
heating customers.

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Compulsion Futile in Labor 
Disputes, Senate Group Reports 


Committee Majority Submits Its Version of 
Drastically Revised Case Bill—Cooling-Off 
Periods, Compulsory Arbitration Rejected. 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP) 
—Successful labor-management re- 
lations cannot be achieved by com- 
pulsion or repression, a majority 
of the Senate Labor Committee de- 
clared yesterday in formally re- 
porting its version of labor dis- 
pute legislation. 

The measure, virtually a com- 
plete substitute for the House ap- 
proved Case bill, provides for the 
establishment of a five-man fed- 
eral mediation board in the Labor 
Department and makes it a mis- 
demeanor to interfere with the 
transportation of perishable farm 
products to market by violence, 
coercion or extortion, 

Minimum of Intervention. 

Carrying out the theory that 
Government intervention in labor 
disputes should be held to a mini- 
mum, the section setting up the 
mediation board prescribes no spe- 
cial procedures for the disputants. 
No legal eonsequences would al- 
low failure to comply with any of 
the duties outlined. 

“In a free society,” the report 
said, “the function of the Gov- 
ernment with respect to labor- 
management relations is not to su- 
pervise and police, but to culti- 
vate in both labor and manage- 
ment that sense of responsibility 
toward each other and toward the 
public which will lead to the mak- 
ing and keeping of collective bar- 
gaining agreements and the reso- 
lution of differences by means of 
their own devising.” 

The majority of the committee 
repjected such devices as cooling- 
off periods and compulsory arbi- 
tration, saying they represented 
an abridgement of the right to 
strike—‘one of the indispensable 
democratic freedoms.” 

No Gain in Cool-Off Periods. 

Waiting periods, the majority de- 
clared, generally do not cool off 
the parties to the dispute, but 
rather inflame them and magnify 
their grievances, 

The majority also rejected Presi- 
dent Truman’s recommendation 


for fact-finding boards to be ap- 
pointed in disputes involving the 


national public interest. They said 
the introduction of such boards 
under statutory authority “might 
well mark the beginning of com- 
pulsory government. arbitration 
and thus substitute the judgment 
of government for that of the par- 
ties involved.” 

The majority report was in sharp 
contrast to minority views made 
public last Tuesday by Senators 
Ball (Rep.), Minnesota; Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, and Smith (Rep.), 
New Jersey. They recommended 
six changes in the legislation, in- 
cluding a 60-day cooling-off period 
before strikes or lockouts; emer- 
gency fact-finding commissions in 
public utility disputes; union lia- 
bility to suits in federal courts 
for violation of contracts; bars on 
secondary boycotts; elimination of 
supervisory employes from terms 
of the Wagener Labor Relations 
Act, and a bar on the use of vio- 
lence in labor disputes. That pro- 
gram is much in line with the 
House's Case bill.

OTHING is more discouraging to the citizen who realizes his 


need for sound military advice than evidence that his chosen mil- 


Nes advisers do not agree, or cannot make up their minds. 


If 


they are uncertain, says the citizen, what about me? What about my 


future? 


Yet the future is never certain 
for uny of us; and as I have tried 
to show in the preceding articles 
of this series, the present is a 
period of particular uncertainty 
for the military man. Though his 
job is inextricably intertwined 
with political considerations, the 
political future of the world, of 
the United Nations, ani of the 
position of the United States in 
relation to other countries, is just 
about as uncertain as it could be. 
And though we have just been 
through a long and victorious war, 
the process of fighting that war 
brought into existence weapons 
and methods which may make 
drastic changes in military organ- 
ization and in the very elementals 
of strategy. 

Problem of Military Men. 

It is inevitable that the mili- 
tary man should desire first of 
all a broad frame of reference 
from his civilian superiors. He 
wants enough of everything that 
he may require to discharge a 
mission whose future needs he 
cannot foresee. But he knows 
that there is an over-all limit on 
the amount of money and the 
number of men that will be avail- 
able for the armed forces in time 
of peace. 

He knows all too well how after 
every war that we have ever 
fought, the sound plans that have 
been made at the close of the war 
for our military establishments 
have been successively whittled 
away, year by year, by the Con- 
gressional paring-knife. He knows 
that with every year that passes 
it will be more and more difficult 
for each branch of the armed 
forces to justify its requests for 
appropriations, as the memory of 
the war passes into the shadows 
of the past and becomes obscured 
by demands for economy, reduc- 
tion of taxes and a balanced 
budget. 

He knows that when these de- 
mands become of greater political 
consequence to the immediate for- 
tunes of Congressmen than mili- 
tary advice on national security, it 
is the latter which will be disre- 
garded.- 

These considerations lie behind 
the existing disagreements among 
the services as to the organization 
and functions of the armed forces. 
They would all be swept away— 
they would vanish overnight, like 
mists before a freshening breeze— 
if there existed in this country a 
strong and lively public under- 
standing of military requirements. 
As it is, no one need be surprised 
that Army, Navy and Air Forces 
are bickering about their respec- 
tive functions and about over-all 
organization. 

Areas of Disagreement. 

Look at the actual areas of dis- 
agreement, aside from the ques- 
tion of whether there shall or 


How Can I ever feel secure? 
shall not be a single department of | 


the armed forces, 

There are three such areas as 
far as function and mission are 
concerned: (1) whether’ the 
Navy shall or shall not have 
land-based aircraft; (2) the size 
and functions of the Marine 
Corps; (3) the new weapons— 
guided missiles, rockets, and so 
on, and. who shall develop and 
control them. If these three 
questions could be satisfactorily 
solved, there would be no serious 
difference between the services 
as to division of functions. 


The Navy says it needs a certain 
number of land-based aircraft for 
off-shore reconnaissance and anti- 
submarine patrol. The Air Forces 
say this is an invasion of their 
proper function and will result in 
the setting up of two strategic air 
forces under different commands. 

The Navy says it needs a fleet 
Marine force, including two full 
divisions and supporting air units, 
in order to carry out its police 
functions and keep up an ade- 
quate spearhead for major am- 
phibious operations. The Army 
says that this is an invasion of its 
proper sphere and that appropria- 
tions for these purposes should go 
to the Army ground forces. 

The Air Forces say that the 
guided missile, etc., program is 
their particular baby and is s0 
closely tied in with strategic 
bombing as part of the long-range 
offensive power of the United 
States that they should have full 
control of it. The Navy says it 
must be free to develop any 
weapon it needs for the discharge 
of its mission of controlling the 
sea, 

Part Congress Can Play. 


These questions are serious, 
but they are not insoluble if they 
can be discussed in an atmosphere 
of calm deliberation. The diffi- 
culty in solving them is not one 
of hidebound professional jeal- 
ousies and personal antijpathies, 
as has been too hastily assumed. 

It is rather a difficulty which 
arises from contemplation by all 
concerned of the day when Con- 
gressman X will stand up in a 
committee room and say: “Why 
do you need this money for such 
a number of ground troops when 
the Marines can do part of the 
job?” or “Why do you need so 
many airplanes this year, when 
we have already given such and 
such a number to the other 
service?” It is a difficulty which, 
basically, arises from the change 
from the plentiful appropriations 
of war to the far more restricted 
appropriations of peace. 

The one basis on which such 
difficulties can be satisfactorily 
resolved, and on which there 
can be harmonious co-operation

3 Western Allies Join in Resisting 
Red Seizure of Austrian Wealth

SHOWDQWN is developing between Russia and the three 
western powers over the economic and political future of 
Austria, which, according to President Karl Renner, will be 


reduced to “a nation of beggars” if things go on as they are. 


Allied and Austrian officials de- 
elare frankly that Russia is at- 
tempting to gain control of key 
Austrian industries and appar- 
ently tie the nation into a Danu- 
bian bloc—including Hungary, Bul- 
garia and Romania—which it al- 
ready unquestionably dominates. 

The Russians are saying noth- 
ing for publication except to con- 
tend that their position is clearly 
legalized by the Potsdam declara- 
tion which, by implication, en- 
titles them to “German external 
assets” in eastern Austria as rep- 
arations. 

According to 36-year-old Foreign 
Minister Karl Gruber, the Rus- 
gians claim all “German-owned” 
property in their occupation zone. 
Tt is estimated that this invalves 
75 per cent of Austria’s industry. 

They have seized the Austrian 
Danubian Shipping Co. and the 
Zistersdorf oi] fields. They have 
allegedly attempted to take over 
the Credit Anstalt, the largest 
bank in Austria, and demanded 
large tracts of land and a number 
ef industrial plants. 

Help of U. N. Wanted. 

President Renner, 75-year-old So- 
eialist, said in an interview that 
Austria was not now free to make 
a choice between the influence of 
the East and West because the 
mation is the “crossing point of po- 
litical end commercial interests in 
Europe.” | 

“If we chose the east, it might 
make the west angry, and if we 
turned to the west, it might anger 
Russia,” he said. “We must be 
careful about our friendships.” 

The Austrian government is do-

ing its utmost to get the whole 
problem of its future thrown into 
the lap of the United Nations, and 
the four members of the Allied 
Council which controls Austria 
have already referred the basic is- 
sues of the dispute back to their 
respective capitals. Renner 
stressed repeatedly that Austria 
could not join any federation or 
bloc without U. N. consent. The 
implication was plain that Austria 
did not want to be maneuvered 
into any combination, by Russia 
alone. 


Occupation a Burden. 


Meanwhile, regardless of who is 
right, it is obvious that this dy- 
namic demonstration of power 
politics between the east and west 
is retarding Austria’s recovery. Al- 
though the victors agreed to treat 
the nation as “liberated,” it con- 
tinues to bear the cost of the oc- 
cupation, amounting to abont 
$35,000,000 a month. According to 
an official American source, Rus- 
sia gets $20,000,000 while the 
United States, Britain and France 
split the rest, 

Prolonged occupation could 
easily bankrupt the country. Fur- 
thermore, the Government can 
make no long-range economic 
plans until] the four powers agree 
on the definition of “German as- 
sets,” because until then Austria 
will not know what to count on as 
its own. 

On top of that, there is the un- 
settled issue of the south Tyrol, 
which went to Italy after the last 
war and which Austria is clam-

No other nation with interests 
in the Pacific—Australia, Japan, 
Portugal, The Netherlands, Eng- 
land, France—governs its colonies 
or mandated areas as military ap- 
pendages.

Looking to Us for Example. 
Although their. populations are 
small, totaling no more than 100,- 
000, our behavior and policies with 
respect to them will be under the 
closest scrutiny of all of the peo- 
ple in the Pacific. For better or 
for worse, our influence will be 
far out of proportion to the small 
numbers of people who will be di- 
rectly affected. The 20 or 25 mil- 
lion who live in regions which are 
likely to be put under trusteeships 
will hopefully look to us to set an 
example. 
There is no question that some 
of these islands have military im- 
portance, although this may di- 
minish with the development of 
atomic power. I wish that na- 
tional and internetional opinion 
could be directed instead to their 
great strategic value as cultural 
stepping stones between peoples. 
If it be decided that the United 
States is to administer the islands 
taken from the Japanese, I sug- 
gest that we carry out our re- 
sponsibility in full accord with the 
basic objectives of the trusteeship 
system of the United Nations 
Charter. I regard with apprehen- 
sion the Army and the Navy 
pushing forward aging generals 
and admirals for offshore easy- 
chair civilian posts.

A Hash of Parties 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The current coalition between certain 
Southern Democrats and the Republi- 
can minority in Congress has been a 
source of much comment and consid- 
erable criticism. Coalitions of this char- 
acter have been more or less frequent 
in our political life. Contrary to the 
opinion of those who have commented 
on the present development, I regard it 
as distinctly on the healthy side. 

It has been about 80 years since we 
have had a true alignment’in our two 
major political parties. Both parties 
have been comprised of mpre or less 
discordant elements, some conservative 
and some radical. The Democratic party 
—traditionally the states’ rights party 
—has become the advocate of a strong 
central government, and the Republican 
party has become the states’ rights par- 
ty. This development has been due more 
to force of circumstances than design. 
Putting aside this one point of division, 
it is almost impossible to spell out any 
definite set of political principles em- 
braced by either party. 

The hope held forth by the current 
fusion of Southern Democrats and Re- 
publicans lies in the fact that there may 
emerge from the present flux a true 
alignment of parties free from section- 
alism and with all of the members of 
each party devoted to definite political 
principles. Such a development is 80 
years overdue. Instead of bemoaning 
the fact that certain Southerners refuse 
blindly to follow the White House lead, 
we should cheer them on for their in- 
dependence. It may lead to the refor- 
mation of both parties on sound politi- 
cal lines.

Futile Policy in Germany 


Germany remains a partitioned state nearly 
a year after V-E day, contrary to the decisions 
of Potsdam and the rules of good sense. Now 
American Military Government leaders in Ber- 
lin are working out plans for a centralized 
German administration. These plans demand 
instant attention, because the economic quarter- 
ing of the Reich has left the Allied occupation 
program on a basis of expensive inefficiency 
and mutual resentment. 

There is no economic justification for main- 

taining separate American, British, Russian and 
' 
French zones, for none of these zones is self- 
sufficient. Each depends upon the others for 
supplies. Decisions on such matters should be 
placed sensibly on a practical operational level, 
yet they remain on a high diplomatic plane. 

At last report, several thousand factories in 
American-occupied Bavaria were idle because 
they lacked coal. The American authorities sought 
coal from the Russian zone, but instead of this 
being a purely administrative matter, the sub- 
ject had to be negotiated among the four powers 
in Berlin, and debated into virtual futility. Ba- 
varian factory output dropped to about 20 per 
cent of its prewar level. 

This sort of inefficiency is highly expensive, 
first to the occupying powers, then to Germany, 
finally to all Europe. Members of Gen. Clay’s 
staff in Berlin estimate that continued decen- 
tralized rule of Germany may cost American tax- 
payers $200,000,000 a year for food, oil and oth- 
er supplies necessary to maintain a subsistence 
standard of living there. 

Meanwhile, it is impossible for this divided in- 
dustrial plant to produce reparations or any help 
for suffering Europeans. No one among the Al- 
lies desires a powerful German economic ma- 
chine, but that does not imply that the machine 
should stall. 

The French say that because they were not 
represented at Potsdam, they are not bound by 
its decisions. This stand has caused bickering 
among the four powers, which the Germans can 
easily see. They also see an obviously broken 
promise, which discredits the democratic. powers 
before a people whom we are supposeed to re- 
educate toward democracy. 

The French are opposing a central economic 
administration only to gain advantage in diplo- 
matic barter. They are holding out primarily 
for separation of the industrial Ruhr and Rhine- 
land under international control. They hope to 
trade one position for the other. And the French 
are not even unanimous about their policy, for 
Premier Gouin was known to be considering a 
move toward central administration until his 
Cabinet pulled him away from that idea. 

Actually, there is little connection between 
the issues of the Ruhr and the administration in 
Berlin. The latter is a problem of interim oc- 
cupation, whereas separation of the Ruhr is a 
matter for permanent disposition. It should be 
determined at the highest diplomatic level among 
the Allies, and through the peace treaty. 

The policy of decentralized administration has 
been in effect now for 10 months. That should 
be a sufficient test to prove its ineffectiveness. 
It has left Germany so unstable as to retard Eu- 
ropean recovery, and hinder the entire occupa- 
tion policy. Now the Allies should replace this 
separatism with a unified program. 
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Hartley Counsels Moderation 
G.O.P. Congressman Hartley of New Jersey 
heads the Republican-Southern Democrat legis- 
lative coalition which has already done untold 
harm to the Administration’s program. He is 
also co-sponsor of a bill to give builder interests 
a hand-out in the guise of a “homestead grant” 


to veterans. Those facts considered, he does not 


suddenly become a statesman by warning his 
cohorts “that we must not wreck price control. 
... Its continuation is essential.” 

He may, in fact, merely have become political- 
ly prudent. The coalition is not riding quite so 
high as it was a few weeks ago. In the interim, 
hosts of individuals and organizations have giv- 
en out warnings of their own—warnings that 
there will be some sweeping changes in Congress 
if such essentials as price control and an ade- 
quate emergency housing bill are not enacted. 
Maybe some of Mr. Hartley’s own constituents 
are talking. 

Even with such reservations, however, such a 
statement from such a quarter is particularly in- 
teresting. It acknowledges that an undue weak- 
ening of controls now would cause a disastrous 
boom-and-bust. It implies, at least, that even 
the strong anti-Administration men do not want 
the blame for that. We hope it also means that 
they will shun the disaster even if, by super- 
ficially reasonable but subtly crippling amend- 
ments, the blame for failure could be partly 
shifted from Congress to the executive branch. 
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The chances of an atomic bomb explosion set- 
ting off a world-razing chain reaction have been 
estimated at 1 in 100 septillion, which is a 1 fol- 
This is a bet where one 
can give odds without worrying about paying off. 
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Man’s Oasis 


British coal miners are at least as discontented 
as their American cousins, and with better rea- 
son in a society explicitly founded on sharp class 
inequality. One would therefore expect them to 
welcome a chance to destroy even the physical 
landmarks of the old ruling classes. But the 
subtlety of human nature, and not for the first 
time, confounds the anticipation of logical infer- 
ence. To wit: 

Britain’s Socialist Government, which the min- 
ers had much to do with bringing to power, needs 
more coal. It needs coal so stringently that it 
has ordered open-pit mining up to 150 yards of 
Wentworth-Woodhouse, the 365-room eighteenth 
century mansion of the Earls Fitzwilliam. The 
miners’ response was un-Marxian. The intention 
was “terrible sacrilege.” They would strike un- 
less it was abandoned. “I’m certain,” protested 
Joseph Hall, their union president, “that York- 
shire miners would produce extra coal if asked 
to save this oasis in an industrial desert.” 

Mark those words well. Indeed has man left 
deserts behind his strivings—in the British Mid- 
lands, in the Holy Land, in the naked hell of 
Tennessee’s copper basin, in the steel towns of 
Eastern Pennsylvania and the slums of St. Louis. 
But, ¢ontrary to those who would make him out 
a brute addicted wholly to capture, gorging and 
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despoiling, man is sick at heart for the ugliness 
of his creation, In the outward wasteland, he 
still carefully waters an inward oasis of his own 
spirit. So long is there hope that man will yet 
restore cool green pastures around him. 
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Putting the Atom to Work 


The discussions of atomic energy have been 
so dominated by its dread destructive uses that 
adaptation of this tremendous new force for 
beneficent purposes had taken on an air of the 
remotely possible. While control of the atomic 
bomb remains among the world’s most urgent 
business, it is reassuring to find an announce- 
ment of full-fledged plans for harnessing this 
force for peacetime application. The Monsanto 
Chemical Co. of St. Louis, it has just been an- 
nounced, is to undertake such a project this year 
in construction of a $2,500,000 electrical power 
plant at Oak Ridge, Tenn., where atomic energy 
will create the motive power for generators. 

Post-Dispatch readers yesterday were given 
a perspective on the sweeping possibilities for 
atomic energy’s constructive uses in interviews 
with Chancellor Arthur H. Compton of Washing- 
ton University, a leader in atomic research, and 
Charles A. Thomas of Monsanto, who will be di- 
rector of the new experimental plant. Both 
these authoritative spokesmen see tremendous 
opportunities ahead through harnessing atomic 
fission to the needs of industry and of medical 
and other scientific research. The vistas opened 
up by these practical men are nothing short of 
staggering to the imagination. 

Attainment of such benefits depends upon the 
creation of workable controls for atomic power, 
to avert the danger to all civilization involved 
in its use for war. It is significant that both 
Mr. Compton and Mr. Thomas agree that the 
only practicable means of achieving this end is 
by means of international control through an 
Atomic Development Authority, as proposed by 
the State Department’s Board of Consultants in 
the distinguished report it recently issued. 

Messrs. Compton and Thomas are representa- 
tive of the scientific and industrial leadership 
that solved the problem of splitting the atom. 
Leaders in legislation and government should be 
no less eager to support the pending Senate reso- 
lution for taking the essential step urged by the 
consultants’ report. 
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More Folly on the Draft 


The House Military Committee’s new Selective 
Service measure may look like an extension of 
the draft, but actually it would extend a military 
vacuum, The bill would continue the draft for 
nine months, but bar inductions for five months, 
That would leave the Army far short of the man- 
power which Gen. Eisenhower says is necessary 
to carry out our world-wide responsibilities. 

The question is whether the Chief of Staff, 
or Congressmen with an election year .on their 
minds, are better authorities on our manpower 
needs. That is an easy question, The House 
of Representatives has a record of previous folly 
concerning the draft. Just before the war broke 
out, it continued Selective Service by the bare 
margin of one vote. But for that single voice, 
America would have been left with inadequate 
forces in the face of a struggle for survival. 

Fortunately, the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee has produced a bill for a straight one- 
year draft extension, with no strings attached. 
Gen. Eisenhower says that is the least exten- 
sion which can provide us with military power 
capable of controlling our enemies and strength- 
ening international efforts to keep peace. 

The Senate must throw the House bill back 
at its authors. This tricky piece of legislation 
ridicules the position of the United States as a 
world power. 
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The Spanish “Offer” 


It was a neat trick for Francisco Franco to 
suggest that “friendly powers” investigate charges 
that Spain is being used as a base for atomic re- 
search by German scientists, and thus to avoid 
a United Nations Security Council hearing on 
the Polish charges to that effect. It is, however, 
a trick that should not be allowed to succeed. 

Franco’s offer would limit an investigation to 
a grand tour of Spanish manufacturing plants 
in search of atomic research that obviously would 
not be there. The investigating commission 
could not include members from six of the 11 
nations on: the Security Council because those 
six nations do not maintain diplomatic relations 
with the Franco Government. 

One of the chief reasons for Security Council 
action in the case of Spain is to demonstrate 
faith in the UN. Such an “investigation” as 
Franco proposes would be merely another in- 
stance of avoiding use of the orderly machinery 
of the UN. 

If Fascist Spain is indeed a threat to interna- 
tional peace, such a threat does not rest wholly 
on technical questions. High policy is involved. 
Only a thorough airing of all charges against 
Franco before all the nations of the Council will 
clear the atmosphere; Only on the basis of such 
an airing can.a decision be carried out by the 
UN that will put an end once and for all to the 


| “Spanish question.” 
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Japan’s Old Guard Hangs On 


Japan’s new House of Representatives, chosen 
in last week’s elections, proves to be of pre- 
dominantly conservative, if not reactionary, po- 
litical complexion. War criminal suspects had 
been fairly well weeded out from the lists of 
candidates, but many supporters of the old order 
perforce remained, and now will be among those 
who consider their country’s new Constitution. 

Even Japanese newspapers are alarmed over 
the outcome. One warns that “the start of a 
big offensive for reactionary influences” may 
develop. Another says that “old spheres of in- 
fluence still continue to be strong.” Certainly, 
with such a Parliament, the chances for Japa- 
nese support of true democracy appear dim. 

The outcome supports the warnings of those 
who feared that the elections came too soon; 
that the Japanese people were insufficiently 
trained in democracy to choose progressive legis- 
lators. Their choices increase the need for vigi- 
lance by Gen. MacArthur, although, ironically 
enough, he favored early elections. So it is 
proved again that the task of occupation and re- 
education of Axis countries is a difficult one, 
requiring a long-term concentration of the Al- 
lies’ best efforts.

An MVA for Soil Conservation 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Recent dust storms in West are new evidence of need for a Mis- 
souri Valley Authority, New York newspaper says; Federal agency 
could halt soil erosion in nation’s breadbasket; also could provide 
irrigation, increase electric power, aid small business and create jobs.

MVA stands for Missouri Valley Author- 
ity—something which does not yet exist, 
but which we think had better come into 
existence pretty soon in some form. For 
one immediate reason (there are any num- 
ber of long-range ones), news has come 
from the old prewar Oklahoma and Kansas 
dust bowls that dust stormdg are starting 
up there again after a lapse of a few years. 


The Missouri River system is a network 
of big and little rivers covering all of five 
large states and parts of five more. Except 
for the Mississippi itself, the Missouri is 
our largest river. 


It is also one of the most tumultuous riv- 
ers in the Western Hemisphere. Floods put 
on by the Missouri in the three years of 
1942, '48 and ‘44 were to blame for a total 
damage of $149,000,000. Floods in the Mis- 
souri and in various of its feeder rivers are 
responsible for much of the Midwest soil 
erosion, which is partly a product of too 
rapid runoff of surface water. 


Some 100 flood-control, soil conservation, 
waterpower production and plain propagan- 
da organizations are working toward some 
form of control for this set of rivers, and 
some progress is being made. The Govern- 
ment at Washington is interested, too— 
the Army Engineers, the Reclamation Bu- 
reau, the Interior Department, etc., etc. 


How Issue Cuts State Lines 


If the boys can ever get together, it looks 
as if the Missouri system could be brought 
under as good control as the Tennessee 
river system in a matter of 20 years or so. 


On the record of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, which has tamed the Tennessee 
river and tributaries, a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority seems to be the best answer. But 
the states’ rights boys will oppose this to 
the end. 


A big river system knows nothing and 
cares less about state lines and the local 
issues which keep state politicians excited. 
Such a river system is a geographical unit 
in itself, and the problems it raises can 
usually be solved best if they are attacked 


from that point of view. If 10 different 
crowds of state politicians work piecemeal 
on these problems, they are more than like- 
ly to come up with 10 conflicting solutions. 


Those conflicts were sidestepped in the 
TVA experience. TVA is a Federal agency, 
answerable to Congre§s, but working local- 
ly in the territory it serves. Its top man, 
David E. Lilienthal, has made a remark- 
able record for it, and the benefits to the 
people in the TVA area have been and are 
many and various. Even private power 
companies which fought it in the beginning 
are now less hostile to it, and are them- 
selves making more money than in pre- 
TVA days. 


The Principle Looks Good 


The two river systems are not alike, by 
any means. The mere fact that TVA has 
succeeded so strikingly does not mean that 
an MVA would do as well. But the prin- 
ciple of a Federal agency to combat this 
great interstate river system looks good. 


If an MVA should succeed, it would mean 
an end to much soil erosion in the bread- 
basket of the United States, increased irri- 
gation, an estimated annual electric power 
production from Missouri system rivers of 
around 10,000,000,000 kwh. and a better break 
for large and small industries all over the 
10 states involved. 


Incidentally, it is believed that a full- 
scale MVA project would make 100,000 dam- 
building jobs, which would last for quite a 
while, and 50,000 jobs in factories making 
electrical appliances. These 50,000 jobs, it 
is estimated, would last at least five years, 
so great would be the increased use of elec- 
tricity in the Missouri system territory. 


Increased prosperity in the Midwest and 
Far West would be a good thing for the 
entire country. Soil conservation in this 
country has become a must, unless large 


' parts of the United States are to become 


deserts and semi-deserts from soil erosion. 

Altogether, we think favorable action by 
Congress on an MVA of some kind is ur- 
gently needed. 


Basic Issue in the Gerald Smith Affair 


From Student Life, Published at Washington University 


During the last few days, the meetings 
of Gerald L. K. Smith, bitter foe of every 
kind of freedom, have been invaded, pick- 
eted and disturbed by veterans and other 
groups throughout the city. Certainly all 
thinking individuals would agree that Smith 
is one of the most vicious of orators, but 
trying to shut him up by unorganized and 
mob attacks does absolutely no good. 

The basic issue involved in the Gerald L, 
K. Smith case is not whether we approve 
of what Smith has to say, but rather wheth- 
er in a democracy we don’t believe that 
Smith has the right to say it. _ 

Smith is a menace, but when he is at- 
tacked by mass demonstrators, he becomes 
a martyr. It is the old familiar question 
of freedom of speech. If we deny Smith the 
right to hire a hall to air his views, it 
will not be long before other speakers, who 
do not think as we would have them think, 
will be denied the right to speak. 

England learned the truth of this axiom 
decades ago, when it became a well-estab- 
lished principle that anyone could go to

Hyde Park, set himself up on a soap-box 
and orate on any and all subjects. People 
who are allowed to blow off steam through 
this safety-valve medium exercise influence 


commensurate with the value of their ideas, 


But people who are forbidden to express 
their views openly can and often do become 
powerful undercover enemies of the sys- 
tem which forbids them.to speak. 

In a democracy, then, the basic need is 
for an educated populace which can see 
through the lies, deceit and propaganda of 
the Gerald L. K. Smiths and the Father 
Terminiellos. The job of labor organiza- 
tiens, veterans’ groups and every other or- 
ganization, including the press, should be 
to give the people the true facts. Inform 
and educate the public, and you will destroy 
Smith’s audience. 

We do not have the right to silence oppo- 
sition, but we do have the right to tell the 
people why we think the opposition is 
wrong. An informed public armed with 
the truth is the best army this or any other 
nation can have.

The Case for Intervention 
To Insure Democratic Rule 


“Political Reconstruction,” by 
(Macmillan Co., New York.) 


This stimulating book is built on the 
thesis that the time-honored right of every 
nation to choose its own government is the 
surest path to World War III. No nation, 
the author insists, should be allowed a gov- 
ernment that doeggnot conform to political 
democracy. Formerly a German lawyer, 
he has more recently been professor of po- 
litical science and an assistant in the At- 
torney General's office in this country. His 
other books are “Hitler’s Germany” and 
“Brazil Under Vargas.” 

To sustain his position, Loewenstein 
ranges back into the past, where he finds 
governments practicing and philosophers 
justifying intervention. Political as well 
as economic laissez-faire, however, charac- 
nineteenth century liberalism, 
though humanitarian or selfish factors of- 
ten excused intervention. More recently, 
totalitarian states intervened in the affairs 
of other states. Presumably, he holds, if 
political liberties are to be safeguarded, 
democratic states must follow their exam- 
ple if not their method, | 

. . * 

This can best be done by a community 
of nations interested in preventing war and, 
therefore, in the sort of governments that 
make war. The League of Nations failed 
because it too scrupuloualy observed the 
claims of self-determination. A new world 
organization must operate on the doctrine 
that political democracy is the best form of 
government and should be imposed by force 
if necessary. To meet differing situations, 
Loewenstein recognizes that there should 
be no set model, but rather an adherence 
to generally accepted basic ingredients of 
democracy. 

Realizing that such a solution must be 
implemented with specific proposals, he ex- 
amines various political areas. A few will 
naturally incline to constitutional monarchy 
and indeed, despite a republican interim, 
may flourish best under such a regime. Yet 
for most countries this is a poor choice, 
for the weak King is a luxury and the 
strong one a menace to democracy and 
peace. A republic therefore is indicated, 
Whatever the choice, the decision will not 
be easy, complicated as it /is by critical 
economic, political and international fac- 
tors, and by the transition from provision- 
al to permanent governments. 

. + . 

Nonetheless, political democracy is an 
imperative, so much so that both short- 
term and long-term proposals require the 
most thoughtful examination. For some 
countries tutelage is essential, and the au- 
thor’s blueprints call for international su- 
pervision with the gradual assumption of 
responsibility by the nation under control. 

Afraid neither to gore some sacred cows 
nor to suggest plans, Loewenstein warrants 
considerable attention. One need not agree 
with his diagnosis or his remedies in or- 
der to appreciate his analysis of present 
dangers and future prospects.

The Real Menace to Peace 


DON’T know what to do about Franco, because the issue is 


W::: Franco any more than the previous issue was Iran, or be- 
‘ore that Indonesia, or Greece, or Bulgaria, or Romania. — 


At every UN session, it is 
charged that a situation here or 
there is a “menace to peace.” And 
UN is presented as laboring val- 
jiantly to settle all these menaces 
to peace, for, as we are attempt- 
ing to prove at Nuernberg, to 
menace the peace is a crime. 

But no one thinks that Bulgar- 
ia, Romania, Greece or Franco 
Spain is going to wage war. No, 
not even if German scientists in 
Spain are working on the atom— 
as German scientists in Russia, 
and in the United States, also 
are. 3 

For, with or without atomic 
bombs, Spain could never win a 
war without allies in Europe or 
America, and the power on the 
European continent against which, 
or without which, no Spanish 
Government could wage war is 
the Soviet Union. 


A Clash of Motives. 


There is, behind all the debate, 
no consideration for the people 
of Spain, as there never has been, 
on the part of any of the great 
powers, consideration for the his- 
tory, interests or predilections of 
the people of any part of the 
world. . 

The Soviets want Franco out 
of Spain lest an anti-Communist 
government might one day be 
used by Britain and America 
against the Soviets. The British, 
especially, fear that if Franco is 
overthrown, the heir might be 
Spanish Communists, which would 
put a Russian satellite at Gibral- 
tar and in North Africa, with in- 
evitable repercussions on France. 

The menace to peace has thus 
only one source: the struggle of 
the great powers who alone can 
wage war, and whose every policy 
is being made from a power view- 
point—except for the United 
States, whose policies appear to 
have no viewpoint, but to be de- 
termined by rule of thumb on 
the spur of every moment. 

The problem of Franco, like the 
problem of Germany, France, 
Italy or Yugoslavia, is inseparable 
from the problem of Europe. Had 
we entered the war with a con- 
cept of the future of Europe from 
a view of European culture, his- 
tory, political and economic nec- 
essities and possibilities, we 
might, in triumph, have raised a 
banner to which the wise and 
the just would repair. 


Where America Fails. 


We could, conceivably, also 
have reached an understanding 
with the Soviet Union, for in- 
stance, for a European Socialism 
strengthened by federalism and 
Westernized by liberty. 

But the American mind for a 
full generation has been repudiat- 
ing abstract thought in favor of 
a cheap pragmatism and relativ- 


and the technology which derives 
from them, have we been creat- 
ing bodies of principle and exact 
thought. 

Thus, we can disintegrate the 
atom, but have no notion of prin- 
ciples necessary to integrate so- 
cieties in an atomic world. We 
have demonstrated utter inca- 
pacity to sense or implement his- 
torical trends, or foresee the re- 
sults of policies. Our European 
approach has been negative— 
anti-Fascist, but pro-nothing. 


A Soviet Syllogism. 


The Russians, on the other 
hand, approach every problem in 
terms of almost mathematical 
equations, formulated through ab- 
stract political syllogisms. One 
such syllogism is: 

A dynamic and goal-conscious 
minority can always override a 
disoriented majority. 

Disorientation (chaos) serves the 
dynamic minority. 

The antithesis between the 
Western world, and the Soviet 
Union, might have produced a 
synthesis, but only on the pre- 
sumption that the West had a 
thesis and that all three wished 
to recreate Europe as a civiliza- 
tion. 

But the West had no thesis 
except a vague hope that some- 
how victory would restore the 
prewar status quo, without Ger- 
many—a hope which could not 
sustain 10 minutes of rigorous 
thought. The Soviet Union, mov- 
ing against purely rhetorical ob- 
stacles, has no thesis except to 
drive Anglo-American influences 
out of Europe, and create an in- 
ternational feudalism of vassal 
states paying tribute to the Com- 
munist Rome and Mecca, 


Great Power Struggle. 


Europe is thus. polarized be- 
tween the Soviets and the Anglo- 
American powers, with the Soviets 
winning through clarity of aim, 
while the magnetic European at- 
tractions to the West bounce back 
from a political, intellectual and 
moral vacuum, a state of affairs 
which :s creating a total loss of 
European political consciousness. 

Every country is fearful of its 
peace from one side or the other 
of the great powers. Their dicho- 
tomy alone menaces peace, order 
and evolution toward democratic 
freedom and human civilization. 

How utterly unprincipled — in 
the exact sense of the word—the 
great-power struggle has become 
is demonstrated by the fact that 
while Poland (Russia) presses for 
a break with Franco, a Soviet 
trade mission to Buenos Aires 
opens negotiations with Peron, in- 
cidentally with a view to re-es- 
tablishing diplomatic relations

Behinid the suffering is the 
ever-present threat of political 
unrest. From Italy come reports 
of prolonged rioting up and down 
that tortured peninsula, with des- 
perate mobs storming UNRRA 
warehouses. 

An inter-government agency is 
now trying to put together a food 
balance sheet for the next 12 
months. Experts are searching 
for every ton of wheat and every 
ounce of oil. They do not share 


the optimism that President Tru- 
man expressed at a press confer- 
ence last week. 

On their maps, one great area 
is marked “unknown territory.” 
That is the vast, sprawling ex- 
panse of the Soviet Union. Some 
rumors about Soviet food supplies 
leak out via Finland and Ro- 
mania. But as evidence for the 
experts, it is worthless. All re- 
quests for information have come 
up against a blank wall. 


Stubborn Russian Stand. 


This sometimes goes to extra- 
ordinary lengths. The Russian 


delegate to the UNRRA confer-; 


ence meeting at Atlantic City, in 
a private session with UNRRA 
officials, demanded to know why 
promised shipments of fats and 
oils to the Ukraine and White 
Russia had not been on schedule. 

“The reason is very simple,” he 
was told. “You have not fur- 
nished us with the information 
that we expect to get from all 
countries requesting aid.” 

“That need exists,” the Soviet 
delegate replied, “and therefore 
there is no necessity for further 
information.” 

Against this background, the 
first Russian wheat has reached 
a French port. It arrived at Mar- 
seille aboard the Soviet merchant- 
man Klim Voroshilov. 

First reports had it that, when 
American ships arrived at Black 
Sea ports to carry the grain to 
France, Soviet authorities an- 
nounced it was not available, 
That was true. But the sequel 
revealed the motive behind the 


— ” 

viet authorities wanted the 
first grain to be carried in a 
Soviet ship. Therefore, American 
skippers were made to wait. Now, 
American merchantmen are 
steaming through the Dardanelles 
with Russian wheat for hungry 
France. 

When the Klim Voroshilov, 
named for one of the U.S.S.R.’s 
great Generals, arrived at Mar- 
seille, French Communists staged 
a celebration. Foreign Minister 


hunger unsatisfied. 


Georges Bidault was on hand. 
Everything possible was done to 
dramatize the sacrifice the Rus- 
sians were making for France. 


Vote-Catching Device. 


Each month, for many months, 
thousands of tons of United States 
wheat have been passing through 
French ports with no drama 
whatsoever. That wheat has been 
purchased here, just as France 
will purchase the Soviet wheat. 


Besides being on obvious ges- 
ture to catch the Communist vote 
at the coming French elections, 
there are various interpretations 
of this Soviet gesture to France. 
In part, it may be a gesture of 
defiance to Britain and _ the 
United States. The Russians have 


undoubtedly resented the _ fact 
that the two powers, working 
through the Combined Food 


Boards, allocate all food. 


Others see in the Soviet gesture 
the beginning of a planned use 
of Russian surpluses to gain world 
domination. As vast new produc- 
ing areas behind the Urals begin 
to yield surpluses of grain, the 
Russians would use these reserves 
in a battle for supremacy. They 
would reward friendly countries 
by gifts. They would break com- 
modity markets by dumping sur- 
pluses into world commerce. 


What Stalin Said. 


An important faction in the 
Soviet Union would like to do just 
that. But there is evidence that 
this is not the unanimous view of 
the masters -of the Kremlin. 


When Eric Johnston, president 
of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, was in Moscow, he had 
a three-hour talk with Stalim 
Stalin spoke with seeming frank- 
ness about the postwar intentions 
of the U.S.S.R. What has hap- 
pened in the intervening two 
years has convinced Johnston 
that Stalin was speaking frankly. 

Stalin said that, for a very long 
time, Russia would consume at 
home the mounting volume of 
products from her factories and 
fields. That was emphasized over 
and over. So it’s possible the 
wheat for France may be a shot 
in the dark rather than the be- 
ginning of a new. policy.

School Board Head Says 
Many Think Task Is Only 
for Spring. 


St. Louisans were urged to 
make the current spring clean-up 
campaign “the beginning of a con- 
tinuing, year-round drive against 
rubbish, dirt, garbage and rats,” 
in a radio address yesterday by 
Dr. Herbert O. Winterer, presi- 
dent of the Board of Education 
and chairman of the clean-up 
campaign. 

Speaking over Station KWK, 
Dr. Winterer said recent public- 
ity had made the entire nation 
aware that St. Louis was “be- 
sieged by filth and rats.” 

“They are watching to see what 
we do about it,” he continued. 
Our comfort, our health, our 
safety and our reputation for com- 
munity cleanliness depend on re- 
sults. 

“Whenever our troops moved 
into a new area on the heels of 
the vanishing enemy, their very 
first job after making the place 
secure was to make it clean. 

The military services know that 
unclean places are not only un- 
pleasant, but dangerous. They 
know that filth and dirt, garbage 
and rubbish are the breeding 
places of disease, that unseen 
enemies lurk in dirty heaps and 
corners, that rats and flies and 
other disease-bearing saboteurs 
can strike with the power of an 
atomic bomb if allowed to multi- 
ply and spread, 

“If the military forces were to 
occupy the city of St. Louis, for 
instance, they would immediately 
undertake a clean-up campaign, 
and it is regrettable, but true, 
that they would find quite a job 
on their hands. 

“It is only now that the people 

of St. Louis are coming to realize 
the urgent need of doing some- 
thing about city cleanliness, 
though the problem has _ been 
with us for a long time. I am 
afraid, however, that ‘too many 
of us are looking at the job as 
one to be done now while spring 
is in the air and then to be for- 
gotten until another spring rolls 
around.” : 
St. Louis showed the nation 
what it could do by ending the 
smoke evil, the speaker went on. 
A restaurant sanitation law has 
been adopted and an adequate 
rubbish collection system is be- 
ing considered, he said. 

“But it is going to take more 
than laws and ordinances to keep 
St. Louis clean,” he asserted, “It 
is going to require your personal 
help and the help of your next 
door neighbor and the man down 
the street. It isn’t a job for the 
other fellow, it’s your job.”

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WESTERN ALLIES 
RESIST RUSSIAN 
CLAIMS IN AUSTRIA 


Continued From Page One. 
Oring to reclaim, but there vert 


been no indication yet of what 
kind of peace treaty it may ex- 
pect. 


Conflict in Definitions. 


At Potsdam the United States | 
and Britain specifically waived all 
claims to reparations from santos 
Austria, but Russia was given the’ 
implied right to seize whatever 
German property it wanted there.{ 
Russia's definition of this prop- 
erty seems to be anything that 
was German at the end of the 
war. Renner and other officials 
said that if this definition pre- 
vailed it would be “ruinous” for 
Austria because after the an- 
schluss the Nazis took over vir- 
tually everything as their own. 

Foreign Minister Gruber recent- 
ly protested to the Allied Council 
that before the reparations ques- 
tion could be fairly settled the 
Allies must fulfill the 1942 London 
declaration, which Russia signed 
and in which the United Nations 
pledged not to recognize as Ger- 
man any assets whose transfer 
was forced by Nazi occupation or 
pressure. In general, this would 
yrean that property which became 
German after 1938 should now be 
considered Austrian, 

The Unrited States and Britain 
support this view, in principle, 
but Russia, so far, has rejected it. 
Therein lies the biggest rub. The 
French are going along with their 
western allies, although Austrian 
officials say that Franee has been 
taking some reparations out of its 
zone, on its own hook. 

Austrians Distrustful. 

According to official sources 
here, Russia is dressing up its 
demands with offers to run some 
enterprises on a “50-50” basis with 
the Austrian Government, but one 
official feared that it would work 
out more like “50 kilograms to 50 
grams” because the Russians, re- 
portedly, wanted to appoint a 
management in each instance. 

The Austrians are disturbed by 
the example of neighboring Hun- 
gary, where stratospheric infla- 
tion is wrecking its economy and 
where Russia is allegedly firmly 
in control of everything it wants. 

Although Russia controls har- 
bors and is in possession of the 
offices and files of the Danubian 
Shipping Co., there is hardly any 
traffic on the Danube today, be- 
cause most ships and barges 
which fled before the Red Army 
advance happen to be anchored 
in the American zone. It looks 
as if they will stay there until 
control of navigation is settled. 


The Germans produced approx- 
imately 1,000,000 tons of crude oil 
annually in the Zistersdorf fields. 
The Russians are now supposed 
to be producing 16,000 tons a 
month. Much of this they alleged- 
ly have been selling in Czecho- 
slovakia. However, it was learned 
that Marshal Ivan Konev, Russian 
military governor, has indicated 
to Gen. Mark W. Clark, com- 
mander of American forces in 
Austria, that 5000 tons a month 
will be released to meet the needs 
of the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration 
here. Moreover, the Russians 
have hinted that they recognize 
that Socony-Vacuum had some in- 
terest in the fields, although what 
may become of such foreign 
claims is not clear. 


Demands for Land. 


A high American source said 
that the Russians recently re- 
duced their land claims to approxi- 
mately 21,000 hectares, which the 
German army used for maneuvers 
and some 12,000 hectares of which 
are arable. (A hectare equals 2.471 
acres.) The Russians had _ ex- 
plained that they wanted this 
land to raise food for the Red 
Army of occupation. 


However, these mild symptoms 
of a softening of the Soviets’ eco- 
nomic demands on Austria, are 
constantly being complicated by 
other developments. For instance, 
it has just been revealed that they 
consider the national constitution, 
which was adopted more than 15 
years ago, as “unsatisfactory” and 
they want a new one written. 


The Austrian government has 
indicated that it does not see how 
it can write a more democratic 
one, Whether this objection is pre- 
liminary to a possible Russian at- 
tempt to discredit last November’s 
elections, which returned a con- 
servative government dominated 
by the Anti-Communist People’s 
party, remains to be seen. 


GOVERNMENT PRESSES MOVES 
FOR COAL TALK RESUMPTION 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (AP) 
—Government moves to bring the 
United Mine Workers and bitumi- 
nous’ coal mine operators together 
for a resumption of contract nego- 
tiations continued today. ‘The 
strike is now in its third week. 

Saturday night the operators 
issued a statement saying they 
“still desire to meet with the 
United Mine Workers to negotiate 
an agreement” to end the 15-day 
strike. 

There was no reaction from 
John L. Lewis, miner chieftain 
who led the negotiating committee 
out of the conferences with the 
operators last Wednesday. 

Secretary of Labor Schwellen- 
bach and his top advisers have 
been working toward a resump- 
tion of the conferences, but with- 
out much apparent succeSs. 

Unemployment in steel mills, 
railroads and other coal-consum- 
ing industries rose to nearly 35,000 
today, Among the idle are 16,700 
in U.S. Steel plants in the Pitts- 
burgh and Chicago areas, 4500 Bal- 
timore & Ohio Railroad workers, 
and some 7000 in Pittsburgh dis- 
trict railroads, trucking firms and 
small steel plants,

LAS VEGAS, Nev., April 15. 

AS VEGAS is the place where all good 
L gamblers would hope to go when they die— 

the place where you can find slot machines 
in the dime stores and grocery shops, yet few 
of the townsfolk 
1 LAST gamble. 
CHANCE It is one of the 
ALOON wettest towns per 
* square inch on the 
face of the earth, 
but you’ll find 
hardly a trace of 
alcoholic moisture 
in the residence dis- 
tricts or in the resi- 
dents. 

It is the gaudy, 
unashamed = super- 
divorce mill for the 
frequently - broken 
hearts of Southern 
California. Yet di- 
vorces among the 
people who have lived here longer than six weeks 
are rare. 

It is one of the best advertised “cities of sin” 
in America. But it is the local custom to shut 
up all business, including bartending and the 
spinning of roulette wheels, for three hours on 
Good Friday. 

One is forced to conclude that it is one of the 
most abnormal towns in the United States and 
at the same time one of the most normal.

INASMUCH AS THERE wasn't any town at 
all in 1900, almost any commentator would be 
justified in arguing that the local presentation 
of Las Vegas as a remnant of the Wild West 
is a bit synthetic, But it has been built up by 
Western people, and despite its dude ranch trap- 
pings it is really a Western town. It couldn't 
very well be anything else. 

There is a lot of the hokum of the horse-opera 
about it. Divorce lawyers go to court in cowboy 
boots. Waitresses serve soup with a swish of 
leather skirts. Your taxi driver is most likely 
wearing a beaded leather vest. The clerk who 
sells you a hat would see nothing incongruous 
in the fact that he is accoutered in the vestments 
of a ranch foreman. 

And, remembering that this end of the world 
was always more famous for mines than for 
cattle, you are likely to sniff a bit. But discuss 
the matter with the young woman who is 
wrapping up your aspirin tablets. 

“It's window dressing,” she says. “It’s the sign 
on the front of the store that tells you what's 
inside. What's wrong with that?” There seems 
to be no argument.

GAMBLING, which has been legal in Nevada 
since 1931, is conducted here with neither the 
surreptitious thrill of a Chicago back-alley book 
joint nor the solemn hocus-pocus of Monte 
Carlo. It is just another sort of business. The 
big casinos of Fremont street operate in large, 
clean rooms. 

The gamblers, nearly all of whom are tran- 
gients in holiday mood, place their bets with no 
great display of excitement Yor concern. The 
dealers and croupiers are generally like any 
other clerks, intent on their jobs but unawed by 
the vast sums passing under their hands, 

You may wander around among the tables and 
watch the games if you want it. Nobody cares. 
If you feel shy you can watch the proceedings 
through broad plate glass windows, for there’s no 
concealment at any hour of the day or night. 
Some locals are undoubtedly gamblers—but no 
great percentage. Outside the whoopee belt there 
is a stirring business in normal necessities.

As against that Las Vegas has had a Little 
Theater movement for years and while the book- 
shops don’t carry very many books, neither do 
they offer much trash. 

Away from the main stem there is still some- 
thing of the compactness of an average Ameri- 
can small town. Everybody appears to know 
everyone else, and the churches are crowded 
on Sunday mornings. 

Undoubtedly Las Vegas takes a fine toll from 
the tourist life, caters to it, perhaps fosters it, 
and day and night must be keenly aware of it.

Tomorrow

JMETIMES it is a good stunt 
§ for the homemanager to pre- 
pare something that the frm- 
ily cannot eat without stopping 
now and then to discuss it and 
give their approval, disapproval, 
or recommendations for certain 
changes to make it more to their 
liking. The recipe today will serve 
the home coo:: just in that way. 
Those members who are familiar 
with and enjoy Russian chocolate 
will heartily approve. Those who 
are fond of both coffee and choco- 
late may or may not rate the pie 
high. There may be a trifle too 
much chocolate and that will be 
an easy matter to change the next 
time you make it. The coffee you 
have included may be a trifle too 
strong. But whatever strength 
of coffee your family likes, above 
all it should be freshly brewed. 
Never try using left-over coffee 
that has stood three or four hours, 
because the good flavor and 
aroma in the original coffee has 
evaporated into thin air. 
Another point to remember 
when making the pie is to be ex- 
act with the measurement of corn- 
starch. Just a little too much 
makes the mixture stodgy. It 
should be tender and just barely 
able to hold its shape. The pie 
should be kept in the refrigerator 
until it is ready to serve. If more 
whipped cream is piled on top, 
do this just before cutting. A few 
slivered p cans diaposed over the 
cream adds a delightful touch. 


Chocolate Blanc Mange Cream Pie 

One and one-half cups very 
strong coffee, three-fourths cup 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth cup cornstarch, one- 
half cup cold water, one and one- 
half squares unsweetened choco- 
late, melted, one and one-half tea- 
spoons vanilla, one-half pint 
cream, whipped, baked eight-inch 
pie shell. 

To make strong coffee, add two 
cups of boiling water to two-thirds 
cup of medium grind coffee and 
simmer three minutes. Strain. 
Combine sugar, salt and corn- 
starch and add water gradually to 
blend. Stir this into the melted 
chocolate in the top of a double 
boiler, Add coffee gradually and, 
cook over hot water until smooth’ 
and thick, stirring constantly. Re- 
move from heat and cool thor- 
oughly. Just before serving, thor- 
oughly fold in the stiffly whipped 
cream and the vanilla. Turn into 
the pie shell and serve immedi- 
ately. Five to six servings. 

Menus for Tuésday. 

Breakfast: Grapefruit halves, 
soft-boiled eggs, buttered toast, 
jelly. Luncheon: Vegetable soup, 
peanut butter and bacon sand- 
wiches, stewed rhubarb. Dinner: 
Beef croquettes and tomato sauce, 
mashed potatoes, whole kernel 
corn, watercress, radish, celery, 
tomato salad, chocolate pie. 


Beef Croquettes and Tomato 
Sauce. 


Melt three tablespoons butter, 
blend in one-fourth cup flour, add 
one cup milk and stir constantly 
over moderate heat until sauce 
boils and thickens, Add two cups 
diced or ground cooked meat, 
three-fourth teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon celery salt, and 
half a teaspoon grated onion, and 
mix well. Cool, shape in cro- 
quettes, and roll in crumbs, then 
in one well-beaten egg to which 
two tablespoons milk have been 
added, and again in crumbs. If 
convenient, chill at least an hour 
in refrigerator before frying as 
crumbs adhere better. Place in 
wire basket and fry in deep fat 
(360 F. degrees—temperature at 
which a five-eighth-inch cube of 
day-old bread will brown in 35 
seconds) until golden brown. 
Serve with tomato sauce. Makes 
about 10 croquettes. 


Eggplant Casserole 


One medium-sized eggplant, one 
onion, minced; 1 cup tomato pulp, 
salt and pepper, parmesan cheese, 
grated; butter or margarine, one- 
half cup dry bread crumbs, 

Dice eggplant. Saute with 
minced onion! in butter or mar- 
garine until brown. Add tomato 
pulp, cover and simmer until ten- 
der. Mix into eggplant mixture 
half of bread crumbs and place 
mixture in shallow’ casserole. 
Sprinkle top generously with 
cheese and a few bread crumbs. 
Dot with butter or margarine and 
set under the broiler (not close 
to the flame) for about 10 min- 
utes or until top is golden brown.

TMAT IS A pretty rosy picture, 
but spots it does not seem to be 
as happy as this report would 
indicate. For instance, not long 
ago I saw in the paper that in 
New York State there are now 
250,000 veterans who are jobless, 
and that the United States Em- 
ployment Service feels this num- 


ber will rise to 600,000 by mid- 
summer. I feel quite sure that 
one of the difficulties is that we 
are not enforcing the Fair Em- 
ployment Practices Act. There- 
fore, a good deal of our unem- 
ployment is among our Negro 
veterans. I heard, for example, 
of one young Negro here in my 
neighborhood—a mechanic and 
coming from a good family—who 
has been looking unsuccessfully 
for a job ever since he came out 
of the Army.

PLOYMENT SERVICE estimates 
that about one-third of the jobs 
offered carry salaries of from $30 
to $40 a week. Another third pay 
from $40 to $60 a week, with about 
10 per cent below $30 and the 
remainder above $60.

infectious diseases, focal infection, 
various eye conditions, some minor 
and others serious, excessive wax 
in the ears, and allergic hyper- 
sensitiveness. Dizziness from air- 
plane rides, diving and the like 
are temporary. 

The more serious types of dizzi- 
ness are frequently associated with 
cardio - renal - vascular diseases 
(heart-kidney and blood _ vessel 
changes). This type includes heart 
disease,. nephritis (Bright's dis- 
ease) and high blood pressure 
alone or in combination, It may 
also be caused by anemia, such as 
pernicious and severe secondary 
anemia and in leukemia. Anemia 
is a condition in which the blood 
is deficient either in quantity or 
quality. Leukemia is when there 
is a marked increase in the num- 
ber of 
cells) in the blood with associated 
enlargement of the spleen, lym- 
phatic glands and bone marrow. 
Tumors, abscesses or cysts of the 
brain have associated dizziness. 

It is apparent then that dizzi- 
ness may be a symptom of not 
much consequence and then again 
it may be a symptom suggesting 
serious pathologic changes. The 
treatment is directed toward re- 
moval of the cause and in some 
cases requires very detailed study. 
In any event your physician should 
be consulted as the less serious 
causes must be differentiated from 
the ‘conditions or diseases that 
deserve immediate correction and 
elimination when possible.

How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


Te thimble is not a modern 


sewing aid. It was known to 

the Romans and to the Chi- 
nese at an early period. And 
thimbles have been found in 
ancient Herculaneum. 

The modern thimble was, until 
quite recently, made of coin silver, 
even silver dollars, melted down 
into ingots. These would be rolled, 
cut and otherwise machined into 
the finished product. Not so the 
first thimble, which was a sheath 
or covering usually made of 
jeather. In England and elsewhere 
it originally was worn on the 
thumb, Hence the progenitor of 
our word “thimble” was “thum- 
bel,” recorded in various spellings, 
as early as 1412. 

“Thumbel” derives from the Old 
English thuma meaning “thumb,” 
plus the suffix “le” which was 
added to form the name of instru- 
ments, as in the word handle.” 
The Old Norse thumall means the 
thumb of a glove, In later English, 
the letter “b” was inserted in 
many words between “m” and “I” 
for the sake of euphony. This de- 
velopment accounts for words like 
“humble” and “nimble” as well as 
“thimble.” 

Credit for the invention of the 
metallic thimble in Europe in the 
Seventh century is commonly 
given to Nicholas van Benschoten, 
of Amsterdam,

His Mother Never Quit Praying 


And Loren Hamby Is Free After serving S Seven Years on False Murder Charge

WALSENBURG, Colo, April 15. 

N the eyes of his Creator, Loren 

Hamby was innocent of the 

murder of a filling station op- 
erator in this little southern Colo- 
rado coal-mining town on June 
22, 1937, but in the eyes of a jury 
he wasn’t, and it hag taken more 
than seven years of heart-breaking 
work and $50,000 of his fanfily and 
friends to prove his innocence. 

This chapter of Colorado justice 
— and injustice — was finished a 
few days ago whug Gov. John C. 
Vivian granted 29-year-old Loren 
Hamby an unconditional pardon 
aud restored his citizenship after 
he had served more than seven 
years in Colorado penitentiary at 
Canon City on a life sentence for 
first-degree murder. 


George T. Carnes, filling station 
operator, was shot and killed June 
22, 1937, by a bandit who robbed 
him, Hamby was accused of the 
crime, He was tried, convicted 
and sentenced, He steadfastly de- 
niea the offense. Several wit- 
nesses testified that he was with 
them in the Hamby home listen- 
in; to the broadcast of the Louis- 
Braddock heavyweight title fight 
at the time of the murder. 


Other witnesses said that Ham- 
by was not home during all of the 
broadcast. 

Hamby told his mother, father 
and other relatives that he was 
innocent. They believed him. 
They started the long and ex- 
pensive battle for his freedom. 
First it went to the Colorado Su- 
preme Court, where the case was 
reviewed. That court took the 
position that there was perjury 
on the part of the alibi witnesses 
—those who said that Hamby was 
with them at the time of the 
crime. A rehearing of the de- 
cision was denied. 


Counsel said that nothing more 
could be done. But Mr. and Mrs. 
Hamby, devout Christians, prayed 
and had the inner assurance of 
eventual freedom for their son. 

Other attorneys were engaged 
and the family moved from Wal- 
senburg to Canon City to be near 
their son—so they could visit him 
once a week, ; 

Appeal was made to the gover- 
nov for executive clemency; Gov. 
Vivian reviewed the case but de- 
clined to act, 

Another attorney was engaged. 

Then, about a year ago, I. B, 
Bruce, chief of police in Colorado 
Springs, became interested in the 
case, He did some investigating 
and announced that one of the 
principal witnesses for the state 
admitted giving false testimony, 
The witness named another man, 
now serving time in the state peni- 
tentiary on another offense, as the 
actual slayer. 

The man who was accused was 
questioned and confessed’ the kill- 
ing, but soon repudiated the con- 
fession. 

These facts were laid before the 
governor, but he still declined to 
act. 

The strategy committee of law- 
vers and friends suggested that 
all principals in the now famous 
case submit to lie detector tests. 
It was pointed out, however, that 
lie detector tests have no legal 
standing in Colorado.

be valuable they must be made by 
an expert. 


Funds were raised and Leonard 
Keeler, inventor of the lie detector 
machine, was brought to Colorado 
from Northwestern University.

LOREN HAMBY ... SENTENCED AND SERVED SEVEN YEARS FOR A 
MURDER HE DID NOT COMMIT. 


He spent a week interviewing wit- 
nesses and Hamby. His reports 
indicated that Hamby was truth- 
ful in denying the crime; that alibi 
witnesses were truthful, and that 
state’s witnesses had not been 
truthful. 

Again the matter was placed be- 
fore Gov. Vivian. Individuals and 
groups openly expressed doubt as 
to the justice in the case. Gov. 
Vivian finally appointed a commis- 
sion to examine the testimony, in- 
terview all persons concerned, ex- 
amine the Keeler report, and to 
make a recommendation to him. 

On the commission he named 
four outstanding Coloradoans: 
John J, Sullivan, Denver invest- 
ment banker; Osmer E. Smith, 
district judge of Golden; A. A. 
Clements, Delta county judge, and 
Gordan A, Nicholson, former F.B.I. 
division agent and now chief in- 
vestigator for the Denver & Rio 
Grande Western railroad. 

The commission spent weeks on 
the case and then a few days ago 
made its report to Gov. Vivian, 
recommending a full pardon, The 
chief executive granted the par- 
don with the comment, “so far as 
can be humanly determined, Ham- 
by was erroneously convicted of 
the crime for which he was tried.” 

He was granted a full, uncondi- 
tional pardon: 

“1-Because it appears from the 
opinion of the Supreme Court re- 
viewing the conviction of Loren 
Hamby, that there was palpable 
perjury. at the trial on the ques- 
tion of the alibi offered by the 
accused in his own defense. 

“2— Because it now appears that 
the testimony defeating the alibi 
has been recently repudiated con- 
clusively by the chief witness for 
the prosecution who gave such 
testimony at the time of the trial, 
thus leaving the alibi supported 
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by seven witnesses unchallenged, 

“3—Because independent investi- 
gation has disclosed that four of 
such witnesses were not related to 
Hamby and were and are persons 
who bear good reputations for 
truth and veracity in their home 
communities and had no interest 
in this case other than the ad- 
ministration of justice. 

“4--Because the evidence tend- 
ing to defeat the alibi is further 
refuted by other and independent 
facts and circumstances which 
seem to be conclusively estab- 
lished. 

“i—Because of an independent 
and thorough investigation by an 
unbiased commigsion appointed by 
the Governor to investigate the 
facts of this case, it now appears 
so far as can be humanly de- 
termined that Loren Hamby was 
erroneously convicted of the crime 
for which he was tried.” 

“Thank God,” cried Hamby 
when informed in his cell that he 
had been granted a pardon. “I 
am so weak I can hardly realize 
it. I have been disappointed so 
long, and at times the fight 
seemed so hopeless, that I can’t 
realize that it’s true. 

“T never killed Carnes, and now 
the world has reason to believe I 
told the truth. I give my pledge 
now that Gov. Vivian will never 
regret his action. 

“My first job will be to get my 
health back. I’ve worried so much 
about this that I’ve lost consider- 
able weight. We may go to Texas 
on atrip. I won’t make any def-

At the penitentiary gate to meet 
Hamby were his 66-year-old moth- 
er and his two sisters, Mrs. Clara 
Gans and Mrs. Doris Young. His 
father wasn’t there — the hard 
fight was too much for his aging 
heart and he died last Feb, 28, 
only a few weeks short of victory. 

Mrs, Hamby collapsed when her 
husband died and she was bed- 
fast and-in declining health until 
the pardon was announced. 

“Since then I have been on my 
bended knee, offering thanks to 
God,” she said, “People have been 
so kind to us in our efforts to 
free our son and clear our name. 
I will spend the rest of my days 
in prayers for them all.” 

Mrs. Gans, who has been spokes- 
man for the family during the 
long ordeal, said: “We don’t know 
how to express our gratitude to 
everyone. We want Gov. Vivian 
and the members of his commit- 
tee to know we owe them a great 
debt of gratitude, 


“Besides killing my father, I 
think this case helped bring about 
the death of my husband, It also 
caused the separation of my sister 
(Mrs. Young) and her husband. 
He said the cause, was hopeless 
and wanted Doris to accompany 
him to Alaska, but she wouldn’t— 
preferring to stay here and do 
what she could for Loren. He 
went to Alaska, though, and still 
is up there.” 

Thus the broken family has ac- 
complished the one thing it hag 
had foremost during all these 
years. It was Mrs. Gans who esti- 
mated $50,000 had been spent to 
free Loren. The family now has 
exhausted all its funds. A mem- 
ber of the state legislature has 
asserted he will introduce a bill 
in the next general assembly to 
compensate Hamby to the extent 
of $5000. 

When Hamby left the peniten- 
tiary he received $14.60 from the 
state as going-away money. He 
traded Number 21445 for a suit 
of “outside” clothes, In his years 
of imprisonment he had written 
few letters and his name never 
was used, In signing out he said, 
“Gosh, I’ve forgotten how to sign 
my name.” 

From the penitentiary he was 
taken home by his mother and 
sisters. His immediate joy was 
to sit on the living room sofa, re- 
move his shoes and wiggle his 
toes. 

He didn’t want to see a movie. 
He just wanted to go to bed late, 
get up late, take the ——- car 
for a drive and just do all the 
little things he couldn’t do in 
prison. 

“T can’t quite canvince myself 
this is all true,” he said. “Seems 
like any minute now the prison 
guard will come along and make 
a check to see if everything is all 
right.” 

Right now he has slipped into 
oblivion. His hope is to get a job 
and take care of his mother, who 
never lost faith in him and never 


quit praying.

There was not much to the 
play—East-West held the declar- 
er to three tricks in hearts and 
the club ace, and thus collected 
an 1100-point penalty. 


It goes without saying that 
East’s trap pass on the second 
round was extremely risky in 
that West might have been left 
high and dry in a one-spade con- 
tract at the 60 score, but appar- 
ently East “knew his opponents.” 
If he didn’t—that is, if he couldn’t 
be reasonably sure of South’s re- 
action when the one-spade bid 
got around to him—then East was 
guilty of a major crime, and had 
luck rather than his own psycho- 
logical skill to thank for the re 
sult, As a matter of fact, even 
conceding that East did have his 
left-hand opponent dead to rights 
—that he knew South would rise 
to the succulent; bait being offered 
him—East still needed plenty of 
luck to put over his coup, The 
vital thing was to find South with 
enough in his hand to make him 
feel that he would have a good 
chance to grab the rubber at a 
low contract. East had passed 
originally, and when he passed 
again, at that score, it would be 
a strong-minded South indeed who 
could resist the temptation to 
“come in.” He would naturally 
feel that North had the “balance 
of power’’—perhaps just short of 
a take out double or overcall of 
the spade bid—and that the op- 
portunity to take the rubber game 
was simply too good to be migsed. 

It would have been safer, of 
course, for East to bid one no 
trump, as bait, but the very pro- 
vocativeness of East's pass lay 
in its obvious danger.
